ICHARD STANYHURST, the author of 
the following translation of the First Four 
Books of the jEneis of Vibgil, was born in 
Dublin,* of which city, his father, James 
Stanyhurst, was recorder .f He was educated, 
according to Wood, " in grammar-learning, 
under Peter Whyte," and became a commoner in University 
College, Oxford, in 1563, where he improved his time so much, 
that at the early age of nineteen, and " at two years standing," 
he astonished his contemporaries by producing his Commenta- 
ries on Porphyry, " to the great admiration of learned men and 
others." When he had taken one degree in arts, he left the 
college, retired to London, and first became a student in Fur- 
nival's, and afterwards in Lincoln's Inn. After spending some 
time there in the study of the common law, he returned to Ire- 
land.

He married Genet* or Janet, third daughter of Sir Christo- 
pher Barnewall of Turvey, Knight (grandfather of the first 
Viscount Kingsland). This connexion was not of long dura- 
tion, as his lady died in childbed, at the age of nineteen, on 
the 26th of August 1579, and was buried in Chelsea. An 
epitaph by her husband occurs amongst his poems. 

Wood, to whose brief notices we are principally indebted for 
any information relative to Stanyhurst, after mentioning his 
return to his native country, informs us that, "his mind changing 
there as to his religion, he went beyond the seas (being then a 
married man), and in the Low Countries, France, and other 
nations, he became famous for his learning, noted to princes, 
and more especially to the Archduke of Austria, who made him 
his chaplain (his wife being then dead), and allowed him a 
plentiful salary. He was accounted by many (especially by 
those of his persuasion) an excellent theologist, Grrecian, philo- 
sopher, historian, and orator. Cambden styles him, * eruditissi- 
mus ille nobilis Rich. Stanihurstus;* and others of his time 
say, ' that he was so rare a poet, that he and Gabriel Harvey 
were the best for Iambics in that age.' " 

Harvey, strange to say, classes him with Spenser and Daniebf

As Stanihurst and Fraunce are equally lauded by Harvey for th^ endeavours to enrich and 
polish the Eogliah tongue, a specimen of the Hexameters of the Utter may not be out of place. It 
it taken liom the History of VertHmnus and Pomona, which is one of the " conceited " tales men.

Nashe, 
in his Apology of Fierce Fennelesse, printed in the following 
year, does not exactly seem to relish the compliment paid to 
him, for he remarks, that " Stanyhurst, the otherwise learned, 
trod a foul, lumbering, boisterous, walloping measure, in his 
translation of Virgil. He had never been praised by Gabriel 
Harvey for his labour, if therein he had not been so famously 
absurd." 

Stanyhurst is said to have gone to Antwerp, where he pro- 
fessed alchemy and the philosopher's stone — ^but not succeeding, 
he went to Spain and practised physic In Burman's Collection

He died at Antwerp, in the year 1618. " I findone Will. Stany- 
hurst, who was bora in the said city of Brussels anno 1601, and 
entered into the Society of Jesus in 1617, whom I suppose to be 
son to our author K. Stanyhiirst. Hewas a comely person, endow- 
ed with rare parts, and a writer and publishet of several things, as 
Nat. Southwell tells you in his Supplement to Bib. Soc Jes., 
who adds that the said Stanyhurst died in January 1665."* This

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supposition of honest Anthony is somewhat questionable, as 
Stanyhurst's wife died in 1579; and we learn from Smith's Life 
of Usher ,• that after her demise he became a Catholick priest, 
a &ct which excludes the possibihty of his having a lawful son 
in leoi.t He wrote,

This last mentioned work is dedicated to Patrick^ fifth Baron 
Dunsaney* whom he terms his " most dear brother"— his 
Lordship having married his sister-in-law Mary, eleventh 
daughter of Sir Christopher fiamewall. In the dedication,

-Mary Stanyhurst, Archbishop Usher's mother, was the poet's 
sister. The uncle and nephew were on the best terms, and al- 
though differing in their religious views, seem to have entertained 
the greatest affection for each other. In Parr's Life of Usher 
occurs the following letter from the nephew to his unde, which 
demonstrates the kindly feelings that existed between them:t —

Deab Uncle, 

Having the opportunity of this meifenger fo fitly oflFered 
unto me, I make bold to dellre your furtherance in fome matters that 
concern my lludies. The principal part of my fludy at this time is im- 
ployed in perufing the writings of the Fathers, and obferving out of them 
the doctrine of the Ancient Church ; wherein I find it very neceflary that 
the reader ihould be thoroughly informed touching his Authors, what time 
they lived, and what works are truly, what falfely, attributed to them ; 
either of which being miftaken, mull of force brmg great confulion in 
this kind of fludy. To help fludenta wherein, Johanne* Molanus, fome- 
time Divinity Profeffor in the Univerfity of Lovain^ wrote a book which 
he intituled BibUotheca Tkeoiogica, giving charge at his death to bis 
heirs, that they Ihould fee the work publifhed (as witneffeth Poffevinus 
in Apparatu Sacro); but they being negligent in difcharg^ng that trull 
committed unto them, the book is at laft fallen into the hands of Ai^>er- 
tus Mirtstts, a Canon of Antwerp, as himfelf acknowledgetb in his edi- 
tion of Sigeberfs Chronicle. If you could procure from him the copy 
thereof (which I fuppofe will be no hard matter for you to effe6l), and 
with fome convenient fpeed impart it unto me, I fhould take it for a very 
great argument of your love, and hold myfelf exceedingly obliged unto 
you thereby. Befides my main ftudies, I have always ufed, as a kind of re- 
creation, to fpend fbme time in gathering'together the fcattered antiquities 
of our nation ; whereof I doubt not but many relicks are come into your 
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hands, which I would very willingly hear of. But efpecially I would intreat 
you to let me have a copy of Pkil^ Fhifbeun/'s Chronicle, for hitherto I 
could nerer get a fight of it ; as neither of Cornelius Hibemictu his hiflory, 
cited by Hedor Boethius; Sentieger's Colleftions» alledged by Mr Cam- 
pian; Richard Creagh of the Saints of Ireland; Ckri/iopher Pembridg 
his Abftradt of the Irifli Chronicles, &c. There is alfo among the manu- 
fcript books of the Jefuites CoUedge at Lovain, the Life of St. Patrick, 
a manufcript, &e. A manufcript whereof I have much defired, both 
becaufe the author feemeth to be of fome antiquity, and likewife alledg- 
eth c^tdn fentences out of St. Patrick's own writings. If any of our 
country men, ftudious of fuch matters, will be pleafed to communicate 
eitlier that, or any other antiquities of like nature, I do promife that I 
will take as much pains for him, and make fuU recompence of courtefie 
in the fame kind. Your own Treatife of St. Patrick's Life I hare; as 
alfo your Hdniomada Mariana. Your Margarita Mariana, and other 
writings (if there be any), I have much fought for, but could not as yet 
get: Thus, prefuming upon that natural bond of love which is knit be- 
twixt us, that I ihall receive fuch fatiffa^Uon from you as I expe£t: 
with my mother, your fifter's moll kind remembrance — I remain your 
moll loving nephew,

IX. The poetical works which are here reprinted from the 
exceedingly rare copy preserved in the Dnimmond Collection, 
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University Library.* The traoBlation of Virgil had originally 
been printed at Leyden,t but no copy of it has hitherto been 
traced. 

In this veiy remarkAble translatim, Mr Park remarks.]; 
that Stanyhurst's endeavour " seems to have been to ren- 
der the sound an imitation of the sense; but he wanted 
taste and skill to accomplish his purpose with agreeableness. 
The pure and exquisite style of Virgil, which a modem critic§ 
has pronounced to be his only " preserving pickle," is Uierefore 
perverted by Stauyhurst into a species of travestie which has 
grossly libelled his original. To the golden car of Phoebus, he 
has yoked the team of a mud cart, and is more adroit in using 
the language of a carman, dian the rein of a charioteer." 

A still higher authority observes, as " Chaucer has been called 
the well of English undefiled* so might Staoihurst be denominated 
the common sewer of the language. He is, however, a very 
entertaining, and to a philologist* a very instructive writer. 
His version of the First Four Books of the .^Ineid is exceed- 
ingly rare, and deserves to be reprinted for its incomparable 
oddity. It seems impossible that a man could have written in 
such a style without intending to burlesque what he was about,

Dido, conversing with her sister Ann, rejoices that her mind

One passage is too delicious to omit Poor Dido exclaims, 
whilst lamenting the circumstances of ^neas,

Not content with translating four entire books of the .^eid, 
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our poet also favours his readers with " The (Ascription of 
Lipwen, espressed by Viigil in the Ei^t Booke of his iEneis, 
in whidi place tire poet payed, as it weare, his price, by ad- 
vauncing at fid the loftines of his veyne^ and this is fully as 
extravagant as its predecessors. Talking of Vulcan's workshop, 
he says, 

" Under is a kennel, wheare chimneys fyiye be scorching 
Of Cyclopan toaten, with rent rocks chompferye sharded, 
Lawd dab a dob taberii^, with frapping rip rag of ^tna." 

Then he talks of 

<• A da{ipiiig flerbolt (such as oft with rownce robel hobble 
Iov« to the ground clMttretb) b«t yeet not finniriied fadye."

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translation of the .£neid> words sufficiently eJevsted and heroical; 
and he assures his reader that he has weeded out of his translation 
such choice words as the rival translator had adopted. His 
notions of the suhlime must have been very peculiar, if we may 
take his " rownce robel hobble," his ** ruffe raffe roaring," his 
*' trapping rip rap," and his " bouncing rombelo thundring," as 
samples. 

Of the merits of Phaer,* and the justice of the attack made 
upon him by Stanyhurst, the following extract will enable the 
reader to judge. It is his description of the last moments of Dido: 

" But Dido quaking fierce^ vrith frfintake moods and giifll; hn^ 
With tremlding ^Mtted cheeka, her huge attemptaigs to ptavne, 
B««defl her lelfe for rage, and towards deiUh with visage wan, 
Her eyea about she rotd, as red as blond they looked than. 
Ason to the inn^ court in haste the mimes, and vp the (^le 
Sim mounting climbs aloft,' aad oa the top thereof a whyle 
She stood, and naked from the sheath she drawes the &tall Made, 
A gift of Troy, that mto these effects was neuer made. 
There when she saw the Troian weeds and couch acquainted laid, 
Witit trit^ing teares a while, and mournii^ heart, her selfo she staid; 
Then flat on bed she foil, and there her last words then she said;

Lamenting lowd begins, and wailings wide and roaring hie,

The dty shakes, the noise rebounding breakes the mighty skie.*^ 

To shew his complete mastery in poesy, Stanyhmrst treats his 
readers with translations from the Psalmes. The first is done 
" into English lambieal verse;"t the second " into English 
Heroical and Elegiacal verse;" the third " into English Asde- 
piad verse;" and the fourth " into English Saphick verse." 
These attempts are upon the whole creditable; and one or two 
stanzas might be selected as very happily executed.

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Next we have, " Certajme Poetical Conceites," amongst 
which are included the " Description of Liparen^" " An En- 
devored description of his Mistresse," Epigrams from the L<atin 
of Sir Thomas More, and other oddities. The volume con- 
cludes widi various Epitaphs, most of which, if they have no 
other merit, are at least historically valuable. Stanyhurst, after 
his Epitaph on Girald Fitz Gerald, Baron of Offalye, has in- 
serted " A Penitent Sonnet," written by that Lord " a little 
before his death," in which the noble author bitterly deplores 
the hours he has spent in play, and especially curses thq " luck- 
lesse time" that his eyes first saw " dice." The verses are by 
no meuis destitute of merit

The formec 
puUiatied iaXiatia, " Pise Orationea;'* ** Ad Corragienum Deca- 
nun £pistdba&;" and three speeches in English, which he de- 
livered as Speaker of the Iriah House of Ccoomons at the be- 
ginning of the Parliaments of the Sd and 4th of Philip and Mary, 
and 2d and 1 1th of Elizabeth. The latter translated, " Inno< 
centius de contemptu Mundi."* 

Dr Bli8S,t in apologising for giving specimens of Stanyhurst's 
compositions, remarks, " The reader of these volumes will not, 
it is hi^d, obj,ect to the; introduction of the various extracts 
given irom our old poets, as I have rarely suffered them to 
extend to any length, unless the volmnes from which they are 
transo-ibed be of sudt rarity as to preclude the probability of 
their falling in the way of the general collector. Stanyhurst's 
Virgil is one of the many instances of the truth of what I 
advance, as I know that a copy was sold, not many weeks 
ago, for no less than tweniy guineas/ and it may be doubted

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whether the reader of these Uves could procure one, even at that 
sum, if he were inclined to be the purchaser.* 

Whether the rarity or intrinsic ciuriositj of the volume be 
considered, it is presumed that no apology is necessary for 
the present limited reprint, which puts it in the power of 
individuals who toe interested in our ancient poets, of amusing 
diemsclves with the strange conceits of Stanyhurst. As, how- 
ever, it seems the fashion to offer excuses for such resuscita. 
tions, we think ourselves sufficiently justified by merely referring 
to the opinion of our greatest living writer,t whose notice of 
the work first directed our attention to it 

In conclusion, the Editor begs to offer thanks to Dr Brunton, 
and the other Cxurators of the UnivCTsity Library, for their kind- 
ness in allowing him the use of the Drummond copy of Stany- 
hurst, which, so far as he can learn, is the only one known in 
Scotland.

For whereae 

the chiefe praise of a wrytei eonusteth in the enteilaciiig of plea- 

nure with profit: our authM hath so wiaely aUyde the one with the other, as the ihaSow 

readw may be del^hted with a snooth tale, and the dinii^ aearoher may be adnantaged 

by Bowniug a pretious treatiae. And eertes this preheminencie of writing ia chiefiye (if we 

reapecte our old Latin Poets) to be affourded to Ftr^in thia worke,andto Onirfin his Jfe- 

$aMorfhoni. Aa (or Etamu, Hormee, luumat, PertuiM, and the rablement of such cfaeate 

PoSts, their doings are, for booor of antiquitie, ratlin to be patiently allowed, than highly 

regarded. Such leauinga as were of EmtiiiM his ragged versea are nothing carrwit, but 

sauour somwhat nappie of the spiggol, u one that was neuer accustomed to strike vp the 

drum, and to crie in blazing martial exploits, alanne, but when tie were hatf tipsye, as 
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Horace recordeth. The other threci ouer this that their verses in umfering wise mime 
harsh and rough, perfourme nothing in matter, but biting quippea, taunting darkely cer- 
tayne men of state, that liued in their ag^ besprinckling their in*ucti¥t* with some morall 
precqits, answerable to the capacitie of enery weake braine. But our Virgii, not content 
with such mdgre stuffe, doth labour in tylling, as it weret a CanUrbvrit tale, to ferret out 
the secretes of Nature, with wordes so fitly coucbte, with vowa so smoothly sllckte, with 
sentences so featly ordred, with orations so neatly bnmisht, with similitudes so aptly ap- 
plied, with eche decorwn so dnely obserued, as in troth he hath in right purchased to him- 
selfe the name of a surpassing Poet, the &me of an odde oratour, and the admiration of a 
profound philosopher. Hanii^ therefore (my good lord) taken vpon mee to execute some 
parte of Maister Askami will, who, in his golden pl{)hlet, intituled the Schoolemauter, doth 
wish the Vniuerside students to ^>plie their wittes in beautifying our Englishe language 
with heroicall verses; I held no Latittitt so fit, to ^ue the onset on as Virgit who for his 
pereleaee etile, and machlease stufie, doth beara the priclce and price among all the Romane 
PoSts. Howbeit, I hane here halfe a gesse, that two sorts of carpers wil seeme to spurne 
at this mine enterprise. The one vtterly ignorant, the other meanely lettered. The igno- 
rant wil imagine that the passage was nothing craggy, in as much as M, Pkaer hath broken 
the ice before mee. The meaner dearkes wil suppose my trauaile in these heroicall rers^ 
to Carrie no greate difflcultie, in that it laye in my choice, to make what irtird I woulde, 
riiort or long, hauing no English writer before me in this kinde of poetrie, wyth whose 
squire I ahoulde leauel my syllables. To shape therefore an aunsweare to the first, I say, 
they are altogether in a wrong boxe: considering that suche wordes as fit M. Phaer, may 
be very vnapt for me, whiche they woulde confesse, if their skil were so much as spare, in 
these verses. Furthermore, I stad so nicely on my pantofies that way, as if I coulde, yet 
I would not run on the score with M. Pkaer, or any other, by borrowing hia termes in so 
CMtions and fiuent a language as oure English tongue is. And in good sooth, althoughe 
the gentleman hath translated Virgil into Englishe rythme with such surpassing excellencie, 
as a very few (in my conceit) for pickte and loftie words can bourd him, none, I am wel 
assiiKd, ouergoe him: yet he hath rather doubled than defalckt ought of my paines, by 
reason tb^ in conferring his translation with mine, I was forced, to weede out from my 
verses such chotse wordes, as were forestalled by him: vnlesse they were so feeling, as 
<AheTs coulde not countenuule theyr ngnification: In which case it were no reason, to 
iequGDter my pen from their acquaintance, considering, that as M. Phaer was not the firste 
fbuuder, so he may not be accounted the only owner of such termes. Truly I am so farre 
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from embeazling his trauailM, as that for die honomr of the EngUshei I dunt vtidertake, to 
run ouer these bookes againci and to giue them a new liuerie in such difierent wise, as they 
should not iet with M. Phaert badges, ne yet be« clad with this apparul^ wherewyth at 
this present they come foorth attyred. Whiche I speake not of vaniti^ to enhaunce my 
ennning, bnt of meere verid^ to aduance the riches of onr speech. Moreouer in tarns 
pomts of greatest price, where the matter, as it were, doth bleede, I was mooned to shunne 
M. Phaert interpretation, and cling more neere to the meaning of mine authonr, in Blieingr 
the huske, and cracking the shell, to bestowe the kemell vpon the wittie and inquisitiue 
Reader. I coulde lay downe sundrie examples, were it not I shoulde be thought ouer cu- 
rious, by prying out a pimple in a bent: but a few shall suffice. In the fourth booke, 
Virgil disciphring the force at Mercurie among other propertie wryteth thus: 

Dat tonmoi adivtitqve ei lumina morle retignat, 

M. Phaer doth English in this wise: 

And lUepet therewith he give* and taJtea, and menjrom death defender. 

VHne interpretation is this: 

He cauteA tleeping and bars, by death eg^jfd ^Ka^ing. 

This is deane contrarie to Jf. Phaer. He wryteth, tliat Mercurie defendeth from death t 
I write that it procnreth death, whyche (vnder his correction) doth more annere to the Au- 
thonr his minde, and to Nature* working. For if Mercurie didde not slea before it did 
sane, and procured sleeping eare it caused wakmg, Nature in hir operations woulde bee 
foonderd, the. fat were in the fire, the market were marred. To like ^ecte Cft<niMr 
biingeth, in the flfl booke, TVoilut thus mourning: 

Thee owie eeke, which that hiffht Atet^hj/lo, 
Hath ^ler mee tkriffht at thewe nighiea two: 
Andgod Meratrye, now of mee wqfid vrreehe 
Ihee toule gj/de, and when thee litt, it/eehe. 

Againe Virgit in dinerse places inuesteth luno with this epitheton, Satiirmai M. Phaer 
Buerpasseth it, as if it were an idle word shuffled in by the Authonr to damme vp the 
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oinfyea of jvwtmg mMo. I maaai te wj remeaBbnaee eoEtted it, n indmde t tORM 
that curuth meate in hia mootb, and so emphatici^ as tbe oacndippiiig of it vera in iffett 
ibe fhff^kifg of the Poets dkooime, is micli haukiug viae, aa if be were throtled witb tlw 
donooof^M^ Anil to ioculcata that daue the betteri where die manage is made ia ^ 
fMCtk Ik^ betwene Did» and Amium, I adde ta my verse Wa^ Iimo, altboogb inine 
authjr vaad aot the efnthetoit, Watrj/a, bat tn^ye made mention of earth, a^er, aaijhn 
yet I am inU asswed, that wotd throughly conceined of an hedeM abtdoit may gine hat 
tm^ Ggbtt at maye eaae him of >ize monetha trauaile: whydie were wdl qienti if that 
WaiUorir were wel rad6ntood& Thtu VirffU in hyt A^iuu, and Oaid in hit Matamar- 
jAfu are •» tiekle in sone plaeee, aa th^ rather crane a coaatmctioB thn a tranalatioii. 
But it may be hoe afW (if Giod wil grace my proceedingB) I riiall lie occasioDed, ia my 
Fin Cotdeidot, to mlace more of these mysteries. Whiche booke I muste be many yeares 
Iweeding : but if it be tliroughly efibcted, I stande in hope it wil fall out to be greOvm opus, 
not Agrieolu, but Pkthiophu. 

Now to come to them that gesee my trauaile to bee easie, by reaaon of the libertie I had 
in EogUsh worda (for as I cannot diuine vpon such bookes, that happly rouke in students 
mews, so I truste, I offer no man iniurie, if I assume to my sdf the maidoibead of all 
works, that haue bene before this time in print, to my knowlege, diuulged in this kind of 
Terse) I wil not greatly wrangle with them therein: yet this much they are to consider, 
that as tbe first ^iplyiag of a word may esse me in the first place, so perht^ when I am 
oecasiooed ta vae tbe selfe sane weeds elsewhere, I may bee as moch hindered, as at the 
beKtiming I was furthered. For example : In the firste verae of ViTyil, I make srotsn, 
Iqi^, in anotliCT fiuae it wil steede me perease more^ if I made it ihOTt: and yet I am now 
tyed to Tse it as log. So that the aduantage that way ia not Tery greaL But as for the ge- 
nerall &cilitie, this much I dare warrant yOQg beginnera, that when they ahal haue some 
finne footing in this kinde of Poetries which by a little painefull exercise may be purchased, 
they shal finde as easie a veiae in tbe Englirii, as in the Latine Terses, yea and much more 
easie than in the EttgliA ritbuM. Tovcbtng mine owne triaU, thia muche I will disooner. 
The three flrste bookes I translated by starts, as my leaaure and pleasure would aeme me. 
In tbe fourth booke I did taske my selfe, and porsned the matter somewhat botely. M. 
i'AoCT'tooke to the making of that booke fifteen dayea: I hudled vp nune in ten. Wherein 
I Goa«t wa pfaiae^ bat ratber doe crane pardon. For like aa forellttenng bitchea wbclp

Good God, what a frie t^auch woodeHiyA' 

mourt doth swanne in Stacioners shops, who neuer instmcted in anie Grammar schoole, 

not attayning to the parings of the I^ttine or Greeke tongue, yet lyke blinde bayards nuhe 

on forwards, fcMtring their Tfune conceits with such ouerweening sillie follies, as theyrecke 

not to bee condemned of the learned for ignorant, bo they bee commended of the ignorant 

for learned. The readiest way thereibre to 6aip these droanes from the sweete seating 

hiuea of Poetrye, iB for the learned to appUe them seluea wholly (if they bee delighted with 

that veine) to the true making of verses in snche wise as the Greehet and Zoftncs, the 

&tberB of knowledge hane done; and to leaue to these doltishe coistrels their rude rythm- 

ing and baldudielome ballads. To the stirring therefore of the ryper, and the incouraging 

of the yaaget gentlemenhe of our Vtuveraitia, I hane taken some paines that waye, which 

I thought good to beetake to youre Lordships patronage, beeinge of it selfe otherwise so 

tender, as happly it might scant endure the tippe of a frumping fillipp. And thus omitting 

all other cenmoniaU eon^kmentoet betweene your Lordesfaippe and 

me, I committe you and youre proceedingB to the 

garding and guyding of the Almightie.

^N the obseruation of quantitiei of syllables, Bome haply wil be bo 
^ Btifly tyed to the ordinances of the Latinea, as what shall seeme to 
m BWarue fro their maxims, they wil not stick to score vp for errourg. 
n In whiohe resolution, such curious Prisoianuta do attribute 
1^ greater prerogatiue to the Latine tongue, than reason wil af- 
!^ fourde, and lesse libertie to our language, than nature may per* 
^ mit. For in as muche as the Lotines bane not beene authors of 
these rerses, but traced in the steppes of the Greekes, why should we with the strii^^ of 
the Latine rules crampe oar tongue, more than the Latines do fetter their speech, as it 
were, with the chunes of the Greeke precepts? Also that nature wil not permit tb to fa- 
shion our wordes in all points correspondent to the Latinistes, maye easily appeare in such 
tennes as we borrow of them. For example: The first of, Breuiter, is short, the first o^ 
hritftg, with vs must be long. Likewise, tonatu, is short, yet, Motemng, \a Englisb must 
be long ; and much more if it were. Sounding, as the ignorant generaly, but &lsly do write, 
nay, that whereat I wonder more, the learned trippe their pennes at this stone, in so much 
as M. Phaer in the very firste verse of Virgil mistaketh the worde. Yet tmmde and 
lowtu differ as muche in Englishe, as tolidui and aonut in Latine. Also in the middest of 
a worde wee differ sometimea from the Romanes. Aa in Latine we pronounce Ordtor, 
Auditor, MagUter, long: in English, Oratow, Auditoure, Magittrai, short. likewise wee 
pronounce Praparo, Cmnpara, short in Latine, axtApr^tAred and compared, long in Eng- 
lish. Againe, the in&lliblest rule that the Latines haue for the quantitie of middle syllables 
is this. Penullima acuta produeitur, vt virtHtu; penultima grauata eorripifur, vt lan- 
guinit. Honoure in En^ishe, ia shorte, as wyth the Latines: yet dishoHOur must be long 
by the former maxime: which is contrarie to an other ground of the Latines, wha%by they 
jvescribe that the primatiue and deriuaHue, the timpU and compound be of one quantitie. 
But that rule of al others must be abandoned from the English, otherwise all wordes in 
effects shonlde be abridged. MootHer, I make long. Yet grandmiythtr must be short.

Buckler is long, yet tKoMmltler ia short And albeit that wtvde be long by potition, 
yet doubtlesse the Daturall dialect of Engltah wil not allgire of that rule in middle syllables, 
but it must be of force with tb excepted, where the natural pronuntiation wil so haue it. 
For otherwise we should banish a number of good and necessary words from our rerses, as 
M. G. Hamty (if I mist^e uot the gentlemSs aatae) hath veiy wel obserued in one of 
his familiar letters: where he layeth down dtuers words straying fro the Latiae precepts, ai 
Maiestie, Rot/attie, honettie, ^c. And soothly, to my seeming, if the coniunction And, 
were made common in English, it were not amisse, although it bee long hj position: For 
the Romanes are greately advantaged by their w<»vlea, St, QtM, Qtioque, A^ue: which 
were the disioiBcted from the Latine poetrie, Btanyfl good v^see woulde be raueld and dis- 
ni«ubred, that aowe carrye a good grace among them, haning their toints knit with these 
cqpniatiue sinnewes. But to rippe vp further the peoulitf proprietie of our En^ish, let vs 
listen to 7W/tet iadgment. wkarain though he teeme verye pcvemptorie, yet, wyth his fa- 
uonr he miweth the cushion. Thas in his booke, intituled Orator, he writeth, Ip^a xa- 
tura, quati moduiaretw homintiM orationam, in cttuii verba poiuit acutam vocem, nee vna 
pltu, nee d poitrenta tyilaia citra Urtiam. In this saying TWtte ofaaerueth three points. 
Firste, that by oourae of Natmn eoery word hatk an acemU. Nexte, (me onely: lastly, 
that the sude accent must be on the laste syllable, as prapi, or oa the last lauing one, as 
VirtiHie, or at the furthest, on the tbirde syllable, as Onwipoiem. Yet this rule taketh no 
such iofalUble efect with tb, although Tidlie maketh it natnrall, who by the skill of the 
Greeke and Latine did aitne at other langnages to him vnknowen, and therefore is to be 
borne withalL As, Peremtorie, is a worde of fbure syllaUes, and yet the accent is in the 
fliate. So Sicmmdarie, irdimarie, SHitrimoaie, P&triaumie, Pldnetarie, m^ieratitte, Cot- 
mogrt^tie, irt^rajAie, with many bke. For althosghe the ignorant pronouBoe, lapire^ 
t*tu, ComU^nipAts, OrtSgrOfiam, gioiag the aeoeM to the tbirde syllable, y%t that ia 
not the true Tr.»gi;aii pronuitiatioik Nowe put oase the cantel of the Latine verse 
(Sapie»a dovunttbititr attnej were thua Engliabed: Pkmetarie wordUngt thee vntemtmt 
vertne rqtreueti; albeit the midiSe of /tfancta be long with theBomaneat yet Iwouliienot 
make it Mnyalous, to Aorten it in English, by reason the natural pronuntiation would 
haue it so. For tiie finall ende of a verae is to [Aaase the eare, whych must iMedes be the 
vmpire of the voi^ and aoeording to that waigbt our syllaUee mute bee poysed. 
Whoetore, sitb the Peetee tbeaMoluni adnoofae, 7^ mhil imuAi Jaoist, diceme Minerva. 
That nothing may bee doife or spokm againat mitiay , and that Arte ia also bounde toshiqie 
it aelfe by al inatatjao to NtOitret «ee ninste requeate these grammatieaU Preiciaimu, that 
as euery comtrey bath his pecaKar Ui«e> so they pcmit eoery language to tm his particu-

lar lore. For my pirte I purpose aot to beftte on vaery ehjMUi tittle, 'that coooemeUi 
Protodia, neither do I vndertake to cbalke out any lines or rales to otko^ biA to l»f 
downs to ^ reader hii Tiew the oourse I tooke in tiria my tisudl. Syeb wwd» w pro- 
ceeds ftask the Lstiae, and be not altered by oar Ei^^tiahe, in then I ofaaenw tlw quntitie 
of tbe LstUM. As Honest, Bemamri afewe leuepted, asdteflrst« of t^wcre^ oNentev, 
afrat Mi 1 make abofti akhoogb they are lo^ ■■ Latine: as A p pateo, Admrnio, Afpnt' 
fitttpM; for wltich, aad percase a few Baeh weeds I most oaae pardon of ttte cartaovs Rea- 
dar. For offatrTriee it were Uke ynoug^ tbat aoHe grmnmaHeaU pmOet, bntdit ■■ Ditfottn 
aacbeUt would stand olookiag against me, aa tbougit he had fixtBde an beaae neat) in l^ing 
that doint km a Auk, that periiaps i do know better 46 he. Yet in AMe d«4MtM« o( 
terms I would not be damde by every msiliiaij. bo^ tbat im miariing wiae wii atUpt ta 
fetch their petite degree of wacdca, I know aat ftoai iriieit aancetooc. Aa I make Aa iMt 
of Riuer abort. A wrangkr may imagia it should be long, by reaae* of Bimtu, at wliMi 
it seemeth to bee deriaad. ABdyetfaraoothrtuiif is bat a AfooA^ and not a rjasr. like- 
wyse SQve Engliah wards may be read in some idaoea inDg, m aeoe sbort, as riy— r A , 
Maieard, tearwmu. The diffiarenee tkerof groveth beoansa they ise bat ooi^ieiuad 
words tbat may be with good sense aundeid: and tbe last of Sta and lUt being « 
breedeth that duwrsitie. Also tht! aatfe Hune word may rane b icaasc «l tbe ai 
The &r^e o(F«tm far a fAarfft I makeloog, bai whw it ^wfietii the diseaae, aa ni 
hcrfdfi it better W nuke it Aoct. Agaiae a word that ia ahMt being dimded^ map be kmg', 
in an otbo- place coalractad. As tba first of Zemmm, if yon dinide in two syllalJr^ I nmka 
short, if yoa eentract it to oae tjfiiMe, I make it long. So tbe Ante in Cranimff ia loi^ 
and the third pwaon of the \tA, to wit, Oaate^ nutye aeeme Aiart, wbeie the next waad 
following b^inneth wyth a vocal, yet it is long by eoatraetion; and so dioene like wordes 
are to be taken. And truly sach nice obeemationa that fframmariant jo jvescribe, are not 
by the choisest Poets alwayes so precisely pat in execution: aa in this oure anthour I 
hHue t^ the way marked. In the fore front of the flrste booke hee maketh the firste of 
Lauinum long. .In the same booke hee vseth it lor short. Likewise doth he varie the 
flrate of Sickaui. So in the third booke the middest of O^dopes sometime is made long, 
somtime short. And in the same booke tlie Coninnction, Que, is long, as,

Touching the termination of ByllableB, I made a prosodia to my selfe squaring somewhat 
from the Latiiie: in this wise.

F. breuia : G. breuia : Bometymc long by pontion where D may be int«rserted, as pataage 
is ahorte; but if you make it long, paseadge with I> woulde be written; albeit, as I saide 
right nowe, the eare, not orti^raphie muete decide the quantitie, as neare as is possible. I 
common, K commo, L breuia, prater Hebrtea, vt Michael, Gabriel. N breuia : yet wordes 
ending in dipthong-wise would be common, aaplaiMe,fi«fne,suraine. O common, prater A

youre, oure, houre, toure, luccour, ^. As and £s common. Is breu. Oa common. Vs breu. 
V common. As for M, it ib either long hy position, or else clipped, if the nexte worde 
b^inne with a vocall: as Jame, name: for albeit E be the last letter, that must not salue 
M from accurtadon, because in the eare M is the last letter, and E doth naught else but 
lengthen and mollifie the pronuntiation. As for I. Y. W. in as much as they are mongrels, 
somtimes consonants, sometime vocals, where they further, I doe not rdecte them, where 
they hinder, I doe not greatelye weigh them. Aa the middle of folowing I make shorte, 
notwithstanding the W: and likewise the first of power. But where a consonant immedi- 
ately foUoweth the W, I make it alwt^^ long, aa fowling. Thus much I thought good to 
acquunt the gentle Reader wythall, rather to discouer with what priuate precepts I haue 
embayed my Tcrses, than to publishe rtdirectorie to the learned, who in their trauailea may 
franckly tk their owne diacretion, wythout my direction.

O deere comp«u<Hi8 (for we er& haue tafted of hardnes) 
Brawn'd with woorfe veturs, tbee mighty God atfo Ihal eend this. 
Through Scylla bir raging wyldfrets and rumbolo ruffling 
On peeres you fayled, through Cydops dangerus belcaue. 
On with a frelh cunadge, and bace thoughts fearful abandon. 
Of peril efcaped much iball the vearie remembraunce 
Tickle vs in telling: through fuch iharp changeable hazards 
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And doubtfull daogers, our courfe t'ward Italic bending. 
Wee rauft rufh forward : our feat theare deiUnie pitchetb, 
Theare muil thee kingdoome with Troian ieaae be reuiued. 
Stand ye to your tacklings: and wajrt for profperus eendings. 

Thus did he fpei^e manly, with great cares heauily loaden, 
His grief deepe fquatting hoap he yeelds with phifnomie cheereful. 
They doe plye their commons, like quicke and greedie repaflours 
Thee flags vpbreaking they flit to the dulcet or inchpyn. 
Soom doe (life owt collops on fpits yeet quirilye trembling, 
Soom doe fet on caldrons, oothers dooe kyndel a bauen. 
With food tbey fummon'd theyr force: and coucht in a meddow 
Tbeyre panch with venifon they franck and qua£fye caroufing, 
. When famin had parted, the tabils eeke wholye remooued, 
They their loft feloes with long talk greedie required. 
With feare good coomfort mingling: if fo haply they Uued, 
Or that their Hues thee tempeft bitter had eended. 
But chiefly Mneas did weyle for manful Orontes, 
And for knight Amicus, thee &tes ek al heauie reuoluing 
Of Lycus and of fturdie Gyan, with woortbie Cloantbus. 

Now the ende neere ftretched ; from feat when luppiter heu'nly 
Thee feas, thee regions and eeche place worldlye beheading. 
On Lybey land laftly fixt his celefUal eyefight. 
And thus as he mufed, with tears Venus heauie beblubber'd 
Preft foorth in prefence, and irtiimpiing framed her errand. 

O God moft pufiaunt, whofe mightie au3x>ritie lafting 
Ruls gods, and mankind fkareth with thunderus humbling: 
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What fyo hath ^neas, my brat, committed agwoft the? 

What doe the poore Troians? who with fel boucherye flaughter'd 

For bending pafladge to the promifed Italie, ther^ore 

No worldly corner can them fecuritie warrant. 

You to me ful promill, eare that yeers fundrie wer eended, 

That Roman family (hould (pring from the auncetrie Troian, 

By whom thee worldly coompas fliould wholye be ruled. 

Wherefor (mightie father) what dooth thy pbanfie thus alter? 

I tooke foom coomfort, when Troy was latelye reprefled. 

With ^tur hap coomming, pall fortun mhappie requitmg. 

And yeet theefe wretched vagabunds hard defliaie fcourgeth. 

When fiial (Prince pufiant) theefe dangers dryrye be canceFd? 

Antenor was habil, from Grekifh coompany flincking, 

Too pafle throu^ Greceland faulfly to Lybumical empyre. 

Alfo to thee fountayn welfpring of woorthie Timauus. 

Where through nine channels with mountains murmerus hurring 

Rough the fea flowes forward, thee land with fnaraoife enhauting. 

Heere notwithftanding this founder builded a cittie, 

That Padua is cleaped, too linnadge Troian alotted, 

And arms of Troy towne bearing : there he fauMie doth harbour. 

Wee that ar of kinred too the, and ball fhrin'd in Olympus, 

Our ihips are whelmed through ones implacabil anger. 

(A pitiful reckning) we ar touz'd, and from Italie feazed. 

Is this your daughters ritch dowrie? her ftabliflied empire? 

Thee Prince of mankind, father of Gods, merily fimpring, 
Lik when he thee tempeft with cheereful phifoomie calmeth. 
Bull his prettie paret prating, and mildly thus aunfwer'd. 
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' Feare ye not (d darling) on thy fide deflinie runneth. 

Thee Roman townwalg thow fiialt fee loftily raifed, 

And thy fon Mueas his glitt'ring glorie to lufter. 

This much 1 determin, my mind no partie fhal alter, 

Thy child iEneas (for fith fuch care the doth anguiQi, 

Thee fates clofe coouer'd I wil to the plainely fet open) 

Thy fon, I fay, valiant Ihal foller in Italic garboils. 

Strong and llurdie pepil with wars and vi£lorie trampling. 

Tbeare flial he build citties, and theare lawes ciuil ena6ling, 

Until three fummers Ihal coompas his budge Lauin empire : 

And, the Rutils conquer' d, three winters ftormie be gliding. 

But thy fon Afcaniiis, which is eeke fumamed liilus, 

(IIus he was termed, whilfl flood die great Ilian empire) 

Hee fhal bee the regent vntil yeers thirtie be flitted. 

From the Lauin kingdoom the ftate and thee chiefty remoouing: 

And with thick bulwarck Ihal he fence- thee rampired Alba. 

Heere thre hundred winters fhal raigne knight Hector his offpring 

By Mars fiery father'd twins til the Queene Ilia gender; 

Romulus in forrefl of wotues dugge nourifhed eager 

Shal take thee regiment, and towne wals flately fhal vpraife 

Of Rome, the Romans of his owne name, Romulus, faighting. 

This rule thus fixed no time fhal limit or hazard: 

Endles I do graunt it: nay further luno fel harted. 

Thee feas, thee re^ons; thee fkies fo fpigbtfiily moyling, 

Shal cut of al quanels, and with mee newly fhal enter 

In league widi Romans, and gownefept charily tender. 

Theefe tbiis ar eftablifht. Theare fhal cum a feafon herafter, 

When thee faid family fhal crufh Greeks, fegnorie throughly. 
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Thee Troian Ceefar thai fpire fro this auacetrie regal, 

His rule too Garamants, too ftars hia glorye rebounding, 

lulius of valerus princely furnamed liilus. « 

Thow fait him fettle, with bis eaft fpoyls fraighted, in heu'afeat. 

Whom with relligious good vows ihal magnifie diuerfe. 

Thee world Aial be quiet, then fhal broyls bluddie be finniflit. 

Then playne found dealing with laws of woorthie Quirinus 

And Remus his broother, thee Roman cittie fhal order. 

Thee gates of warfare wyl then bee mannacled hardly 

With lleele bunch chaine knob, diog'd, knur'd, and narroly lincked. 

Heere within al llormiag fhal Mars bee fettled on armoure 

With brafle knots hundred crumpled; with fweld furor haggilh, 

Lyke bandog grinning, with gnaih tuik greedily fnarring. 

Thus faid : he foorth pofted (by May borne) Mercuhe downeward 
That new buylt Carthage ihould houfe thee Troian afemblye. 
Hee flitters fwiftly with wynges ful fledgye beplumed 
On Libye land feizing: ther he foone perfourmetfa his erraund. 
Thee Moors are fweetned by Gods forwamed apoindtement, 
But chief of al Dido, thee Queene, was wrought to the Troians. 

But the good Mueaa in night with care great awaked 
With Phcsbus rifing up got too ferret al vncooth 
Nouks of Urang country, in what coaft his nauie doth harboure? 
If men, or if fauadge wyld beaftes ther in onlye doe pailure. 
For ther he no tilladge dyd find: thus was he refolued. 
And what he difcouer'd, too tel too the coompanye flatly. 
His fhips hee kennel'd neere forreft vnder an ang^e 
Of rocke deepe dented, Ihaded with thickleaued arbours. 
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Hee walcks on priuat with none but faythful Achates 
Darts two foorth bringing with fttarp fteele forcibil headed. 
In the myd of forreft as he gads, his moother aprochetb, 
In weed eke in vifage like a Spartan virgin in armour 
Or like to HerpaUcee, fwift Queene, deeds Itrong ouerambling, 
Which doth in hir running furpas thee fwift floud of Hebrus. 
She bare on her Ihoulders her bow bent aptly like huntreffe; 
Downe to the wynd tracing trayi'd her difdieaueled hearlock ; 
Tuckt to the knee naked: thus firft fliee forged her errand. 
Ho firs I perceyu*d you foom mayden coompany ftragling. 
Of my deere 0ilers with quiuer clofely begyrded 
Rearuig with Jh outcry foom boare, foom fanglier ougly? 
So Venus: and to V«iub thee foon thus turned bis aunfwer. 

We bard of no ihowting, too fight no fifter apeared. 
O to thee> fayre Uirgin, what terme may ri^^tly be fitted? 
Thy tongue, thy vifadge no mortal frayltie refembleth. 
Th'art no doubt, a Godefl*e, too Phoebus fifter, or ar^ted 
Too Nymphs in kynred: to the lafting glorie be grauntedl 
Smooth this craggye trauayl: tel what celeftial harbour 
CkKimpafeth our perfons: thefe men, this countrye we know not. 
Us to this od comer thee wynd tempeftuus hurled. 
This 6& Ihal faciifice great flocks on thy facred altars. 

Then Venus: I daigne not my felfe woorth futch honour heu'nly. 
Of Tynan virgins too weare thus a quiuer is ufed. 
And to go thus thynly with wrapt vp purpil atyred. 
Thow feeft large Afifrick, thee Moores, and Towne of Agenor, 
Thee Libye land marckmears: a country manful in armoure. 
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In this coaft Dido, from her broother flitted, is emprefle. 

Tedius in telling and long were the iniurye total : 

Chief poyn£ts I purpofe too touche with fummarye Ihortnefle. 

Her fpoufe SichseuS was nam'd too no man vnequal 

In lands, her dandling with feruent paffion hoatly. 

Her father lo wedlock took to bym thi^ virgin vnhanned. 

But then her owne broother was by right fetled in empyre, 

Pygmalion named; thee linck and puddil of hateful . 

And furioufe cutthrots; hee murdreth felly Sichsus, 

With gould looue blynded iump at thee confecrat altars, 

Of fillers freendfhip reckning; thee murther he whufted, 

His Syh in her mourning with long coyn'd forgerye feeding. 

But loa, the proper im^e of corps vntumbed apeered 

In dreame too Dido; with pale wan phifnomye (taring. 

His breft he mcloafed, thee wound, and bluddiful altars. 

Thence to flit hee wyl'd her, not long in countrye remayning, 

T'ward her coflJy viadge his wife to hyd treafur he poinded, 

Where the vnknowne ingots of gould and filuer abounded. 

Dido fo wel fumifht too flee with companye polleth. 

Such folk as the tyrant purfude with vengeabil hatred, 

Or fear'd his regiment in thronging clufler afembled. 

They fnatch fuch veflels that then were rig'd to be fayling. 

Pigmalion's riches was fliipt, that pinchepeny butcher 1 

And of this valiant attempt a womman is authrefle. 

Theare they were enfhbared, wheare thow flialt fliortly fe townwals, 

And dtty vpfoaring of new Carthago to fkytoppe. 

lliee plat they purchaft, that place firll Byrfa they cleaped, 

And fo much as a bulhyde could coompas craftily getting. 

But fyrs whence coom you? what wights? or too what abiding 
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Countrye do you purpofe too pafl*e? Thee capteo amazed. 
And fobs deepe fetching, with fight full fadlye thus aunfwer'd. 

O gay Godefle lullringe yf I made to the largelye recital. 
Or that of oure troubles you would to the fummarye liften, 
Thee night thee fuubeams would flirowd in clafped Olympus. 
Wee coom from Troy town (of Troy feat yf haplye the rumoure 
Youre ears hath tickled) late a tempefl boyflenis haggard 
Oure Ihips to Libye land with rough extremitie tilted. 
I am kind iSneas, ftom foes thee fnatcher of hou^ods 
StowM in my veffels : in Ikyes my glorye doth harboure. 
Land I feek Italian: from.Ioue my pettegrye buddeth. 
I made ^m Troy town with veflels twentye to feaward, 
My dam mightye Goddefle gyding, I my deftenye tracked. 
Rackt with foure blultring feau'n Ihips are fcantlye recouer'd. 
I lyke a poore pilgrim through defert angle of Afi&ick ^ 

Wander, thrull from Afian regions and fortunat Europ. 

Heere Venus embarring his tale thus fweetlye replyed. 
What wight th'art, doubtlefle thee gods al greatlye doe tender 
Thy ftate, neere Tyrian utty fo lucklye to iumble. 
Hence take thy palladgc, to the Queenes court princelye he trudging. 
Theare thy coompanions with battred nauye be landed. 
With flaws cruiht rufiling, with north blafl canuafed burring. 
Thus Hand thy recknings, vnlelTe me myne augurye fayleth. 
Marck loa, fe wel yoonder fwans twelue in coompaoy flufOiing, 
And the Ikjrtop pereing, encbafl with a murtherus eagle, 
Swift doe fle too landward, on groimd al preft to be feazed. 
As theefe birds feazed, their wyngs with ioUtye flapping. 
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Sweepe the ikye, with ^adnes their creaking harmooye gagling, 
Eu'n fo thye companions, er now with faulftye be Jhoared, 
Or, voyd of al danger, their Ihips are grf^pled at anchor. 
Speedelye bee packing, keep on hardly the playn beaten highway. 

This fayd Ihee turned with rofe color heau'nlye beglittred. 
Her locks like Ne£tar perfumes fweete melloe relinquifht. 
Her trayne fyde figging like wide fpread canapye trayled. 
Her whilk ihew'd Deity, hee finding his moother, in anger 
Chauffing; thee fugitiue with thefe woords fharplye reprooued. 

What do ye meane (mother) with an elf Chow, vaiolye thus often 
Your foon to iuf^le? Why our hands both clafpe we not hardly? 
Why do we not plainely good fpeeches mutual vtter? 
T'ward citty trauayling thus he blames her forgerie ma&ed. 
But Venus enflirowds them with a thick fc^ palpabil ayrye, 
-Unfeen of eeche perTon by fleight inuifibil armed : 
Leail foom their pafladge with curius article hindring 
Would learae, whence they trauayl'd? Too what coaft ar they repayring? 
Shee to her loftye Paphos with gladnefle merrye retumeth : 
Wheare ftands her temple with an hundred confecrat altars; 
Smoaking with the encenfe ; the low pauement fenceth of herb-flowrs. 

In thee meane feafon they do pafie dire£Uy to townward : 
They trip too mountayns high typ, thee cittye but vnder 
Marcking ; thee caltels and turrets ftatelye beholding, 
^neas woondretb, where dorps and cottages earft flood. 
For to fe fuch flurring, fuch fluff, fuch gorgeous handwoorck. 
Thee Moors drudge roundly; foom wals are loftelje rayfing ; 
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Soom mount hi|^ caftels;'foom lloaDs downe tumble al headlong, 
Soom mear foorth plat foormes, for buylding curious houfes; 
Soom doe choofe the Senat, found laws and order enabling; 
Soom frame play theaters; foom deepelye dig harborus hauens; 
Soom for great palaces doo ilife irom quarrye the chapters. 
Lyke bees in Aimmer feafon, through ruilical hamlets 
That flirt in funbeams, and toyle With mutterus humbling. 
Whs they do foorth carry theyr yoong fwarme fledgy to gathring : 
Or eels ar farcing vith dulce and delicat hoomiye : 
Or porters burdens vnloads, or cluflred in heerdfwarme 
Feaze away thee droane bees with ftlng* from mauger, or hiuecot. 
Thee labor hoat fweltereth : the combs tyme flowrie befprinckleth. 

O wights moft blefled I iriiofe wals be thus happilye touring, 
iEneas vttered: thee towne top fharplye beholding. 
Hee throngs in fbryne clowd (a ilraung and meruelus order) 
Through crowds of the pepil, not feene» nor marcked of annye. 

In towns myd center tfaear fprouted a groauecrop, in arbours 
Greene weede thick fhaded, wheare Moors from furge wi^er angry 
Farted, a good token did find: for luno, the Princefle, 
Theare the pate, in di^ng, of an horfe intradlabil vttred. 
Thee wife dluined> by this prognoflicat horfliead, 
That Moors wyde conqueft fhould gayne with vittayl abundant. 
Heere to Iudo GodeiTe the PrinceiTe Dido did ofier 
A fayre built temple, with treafure ritchlye replennilht. 
The ftayrs braflye grifes flately prefented, here alfo 
Thee beams with brazed copper were cofUye bepounced. 
And gates with the metal dooe oreake in fhrilbated harlhing. 
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In this greene frithcopa a new fight newly repre0ed 
Long feareful dangers: JEueas freflilye beginneth 
For to raife bis couiradge : his fharp aduerfitie treading. 
For whil'll in temple comers hee gogled his eyefigfat 
W8]rtiiig for Dido; thee Itate of thee cittie beholding, 
Wbilll craftmens cunning hee marckt with woonder amazed, 
Hee fpied on fuddeyn thee conflidts Troian al ordred. 
And that their faickrings al foyls haue coompafed earthly. 
Hee feeth Atrides, Priamus, to both hiurtful Achilles. 

Faft he ftood; and trickling did fpeake: What nouke (fyr Achates) 
In world what region do not our toyls liuelye remember? 
Loa the> fe king Priamus; foom crooms of glorie be relling. 
Soom tears this monument and foom compaffion aiketh. 
Pluck up a good courradge I this fame foom faulftye wil offer. 

Thus fayd, his hart throbbing with vaine dead pidlur he feeding; 
Groane fighs deepe reaching with tears his leers ful be blubbred. 
Hee fees with baretours Troy wals inuironed hardly: 
Heere Greeks fwiftlie 0eing, them Troi-youths Coompanie crufhjhg. 
Theare gad thee Troians : in coach runs helmed Achilles. 
Hee weeps alfo, feing flags whit, with Bhefus his holding. 
In ileepe whom napping, Tydides blouddye betrayed, 
His fierce fleeds leading to thee camp er al hungrie they grafed 
On Troian pafturs, or Xanth ftream gredilye bibled. 
Troilus hee marcked running, deuefted of armour: 
A luckleflfe ftripling, not a matche too coape with Achilles: 
With Heeds he is fwinged, downe picht in his hudge wagon emptye. 
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Thee rayns yeet griping: his neck and locks fal a fweeping 

Thee ground, his launce flaffe thee dull top tuniye doth harrow. 

In thee meane feafon Troy dames too temple aproched 

Of fretting Pallas, with locks vntrefled al banging, 

With grief meeklye praying, with breall knocks humblye requefting. 

Thee Godes hard louring to the ground her phifnomie drowped. 

Theare thrife about Troy wals with fpigbt knight He£tor is haled. 

For gould his carcafle was fould by the broker Achilles. 

Heere ligbs and fobbing irom breft he mightily rooted. 

Thus too fee the wagon, the fpoil, the vnfortunat endmg 

Of deere companion, the like cares alfo doe fting himj 

For to fe king Priamus, with his hands owtllretched, vnarmed, 

Himfelf he marked combin'd with Greekifh afemblie. 

Hee noted Indie pepil, with fwart hlack Memnon his armie. 

Theare wear Amazonical wommeo with targat, an haulfmoone 

Likning, conducted by frantick Penthefilfia, 

No fwarms or trouping horfemen can apale the Virago, 

Her dug with platted gould ribband girded about her. 

A baratrefl*e, daring with men, though a maide, to be buckling. 

Whil'it Prince ^neas theefe pi&ures woonderus heeded, 
And eeche pane throughly with ftedfalt phifnomie marked. 
Too churche Queene Dido, thee'pearle of beautie, repaired: 
Of Uuely yoonckers with a gallant coompanie garded. 
In Cynthus forrefl much like too fwift floud of Eurot. 
Where Nymphes a thowfand do friike with Princely Diana. 
On backe her quiuer fliee bears, and highly the remnaunt 
Of Nymphs furpafling with talright quantitie mounting. 
Too fe this, her fpirit with fecret gladnes aboundeth. 
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Such was Dido ioying, fo ike with regalitie pafled, 

With Princely prefence the woorcking coompanie cheering. 

In the gate of the godefle fliee fits, neere temple his arches, 

Id chfure ftately throoedt with clullring garrifon armed. 

Shee frames firmly ftatuts, and taikworckes equalie parteth. 

Or toyls too piooera by drawcut lotterie forteth. 

Now fees ^Eneas widi a crowding (iiddra afemblie. 

Antheus and alfo Sergeftus, doughtie Cloanthus, 

And oother Troiaus with rough feas ftormie befweltred. 

Too foyl vnacquainted by tempefl horriblie pelted. 

Hee Hands aftonied, fo woondreth likewife Achates : 

For to Ihak hands fireendly feare bars, now gladaes on haleth. 

But the caufe vnwitted them lets, therefor they refolued. 

With darck clowd fhaded, to leame their former auenture. 

Where ride their vefiels? why they coom? what caus is of haltning ? 

For they the pickt choifemen did cul from nauie, requefting 

Mercie, to the temple trotting with meruelus houling. 

When they wer in prefence, of pleading pardon afourded, 

llieD the braue Uionus thus (tout deliu'red his errand. 

O Queene mofl pufiauut, to whom king luppiter beu'nly. 
Too raife a new cittie, by rare felicitie, grauoted, 
And to rule a countrey, with fcepter of equitie, fturdy : 
Wee caytiefe Troians, with itorma ventofitie mangled, 
Doo craue thee (Frincefie) from flames our nauie to guerdon. 
Yeeld pitie; graunt mercy; flowrs of gentilitie pardon. 
For we hither fail'd not, the Moores with an armie to Tanquiih ; 
Or from their region with prede too gather an heardflock. 
Such valerus counadge rarely men ccmquered haunteth. 
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Tbeare ftands a region, by Greeke bards Hefperie named, 
A wel known couB^y* for ftrong and plentiful holden, 
Tbeare dwelt th* Oenotrians; but in our adge Italie cleaped, 
So nam'd of captain : to this braue countrie we minded 
Too bend our iouroey. 

But with a flaw fuddein chauffing ftorm-bringer Orion, 
Spumt Ts too the waters: then footberne fwafhruter huffiing 
Flunge TS on high fhelueflats, to the rodu ts he buffeted after. 
Heere then a poore remnaunt in this thy fegnorie landed. 
What fel beafUy pepil reft beer? fuch barbarus vfadge 
What foile wild fofters? On fanda they renounce ts an barboure. 
They doe bid us battail, ^o the flioare thee coompanie pulhing. 
If ye doe Jkome mankind, and eeche wight mortal his harming. 
Let Gods fharp juitice in foom fort yeet be remembred. 
Cure King ^neas vs mid, who for equitie rightful 
Euerie man owtpafled, for feats and martial armoure. 
If this Prince matchlefle do mortal deftinie daunted, 
But yet is in breaUiingi from tempeft fauISie recoouer'd : 
Firft be^n a freendihippe, for he wil make fullie requital. 
In Sicil eek region fsdre towneflups fundrie be fetled: 
In that old Ifle raigneth, from Troy bloud fpirted Aceftes. 
Graunt foorth thy warrant in docks oure nauie to fettle: 
Graunt plancks from forreft to clowt oure battered inleaks. 
That we our King meeting may pafle t'ward Italie failing. 
If Libie feas raging the life of this captain haue ended, 
If no good coomfort dooth reft of nobil liilus : 
Suffer TS at leaftwife with lagged nauie retyring. 
Too Sicil our pafTadge too bend, too famous Ac^les.

This fpeche had Ilionus: that fong bis coompanie cbaunted. 
Briefly then heere Dido, with downe cafl phifaomie, parled. 
Reft ye quiet. Troiaos, your thoughts irom daunger abandoD. 
In great fundrie perils, my Itate fet rawlie me Araineth 
Too keepe thus the feacoaft with ward aud garrifon heedeful. 
Who doe not ^neas, or Troian cittie remember? 
Their valor and courradge, their firebrand glorious onfets? 
Wee Moors, like dullards, are not fo witles abiding. 
Nor Phebe from our cittie dooth fo far funder his horfes. 
If ye be determia'd, too fail to old Italie Satume* 
Or to Sicil backward to the King, right nobil, Aceftes, 
rie ye man, efquipping your ihips with furniture aptly. 
Or wil you foioume in this my feminia empire? 
In towne you denifous I do make : let nauie be docked. 
Troians and Tyriana I wil with one equitie meafure. 
Would Grod your captain with foothem blaftpuf inhurled 
Heere made his arrival ; but a watch t'ward mouth of eche hauen 
Speedile ihal be placed, your chieftain woortbie to ferret. 
Wheather he through forreft dooth range, or wandreth in hamlets. 

This princely promiiTe boldning both manful Achates, 
And father ^neas, thee clowd with greedines eager 
Too cleane they coouet; to iEneas thus firft faid Achates. 

Thow fun of heu'nly godeffe, how ftands thy phanfie refolued? 
Thow feeil al cockfure, thy fleete, thy coompanie falued. 
One fliip is only abfent, that in our fight fanck to the bottom. 
Thy moothers prophecie to the remnaunt fitly doth aunfwere. 
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Scant had I thus fpokeo, when clowd theim droffie relinquUht, 
And from earthly thicknefle, too thinnefle vaDoiflied ayerie. 
Theare ilud up .tineas, with glittring beautie redowning. 
Godlike in his feauture : for his heu'nly moother amended 
His bufli with trimming, his fight was youthly bepurpled: 
His looke fweete fimpred, much like to the pulliihed iu'rie 
By crafts hand bumifht : or with Fhcebe filuer enamel'd : 
Or touch floane brazed with deepe gold purely refined. 
Hee then vnexfpe^d to the Queene thus brauely rephed. 

Heere do I ftand prefent, whom you fo gladly required, 
i^eas Troian from (tormes defalcked of Afirick, 
Of trauail of Troians O Queene, thee fucceres only. 
Wee crooms of Troians with land and fea furie moyled, 
Of welth difpoiled* like plodding flormebeaten haglers 
From natiue countrie, from cittie exiled abiding. 
For theefe thy benefits too make like freehdly requital 
I may not. Dido : nay the routs of progenie Troian 
Through wilde world fcatter'd, can not make woorthie repaiment. 
Thee Grods (if Deitie woorcks of wights godly regardetb. 
If right bee raigning, if vertue is too be rewarded) 
Yeeld to the like kindnelTet What world, what vertuus heu'nly 
Both father and moother gaue breath tofo peereles a daughter? 
Whil'ft hils call fliadows, whil'ft ftreams to the feas be reuoluing 
Whil'fl flars ar twinckUng in the orbs of fixed Olympus 
Thy fame with thine honor flial bee by etemitie blazed 
To what coaft I trauail I Theefe fpeeches duetiful vtt'red 
He fhaks Ilionus with right hand, alfoe Sereftus 
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With left hand, fo dougbtie Gian, fo doughtie Cloantbus. 
Firll was Queene Dido with a fight thus fudden apaled. 
Next with his hard Teutura, and thus Jhee rendred her aunfwn-. 

Thou fon of hautie Grodefle, what crooked dangems hazards 
Purfue thy perfon? What feas thee tenibil hither 
Haue flounil? And art thou Maeas mightie, begotten 
Of thy fyre Ancbifes, and of Venus at Simo fountaine P 
I faw king Teucer whillon to Sidon aproching 
Expulft fto his regi(His> hb right with might to lecouer, 
And with aid of Belus : then my fire Belus in Ifiand 
Of Cyprus raigned* that land with vi^torie maifijing. 
From that time forward I knew the Troian auenturs. 
Thee name of the citi^ what kings fucceded in empire. 
Eu'ne thee very enimy the Troians glorie did Ttter. 
And from their linnadge right hee deriued his offpring. 
Wherefor freeud Troians, withdraw your felues to my lodgings. 
Mee the like hard venturs erft, and aduerfitie fuffiring 
In this new kingdoom good fortun lafily repofed. 
My felf erft flighted to relieue th' aflOiaed I learned. 

Thus file difcourfed: to palaice foorth ftately file leadeth 
The Prince .^neas; when feruice godly was ended. 
Thee whil'ft to his nauie Ihee eaufed twentie fat oxen 
Straight to be coueighed> with an hudred briftled hudge brawns. 
Of fiieepe like number with lambs : QoSa mightie rewarding. 
But the inner lodgings were with regalitie trimmed. 
In midll of chaumbw thee roume for baneket is apted, 
Thee ^als are doathed with mafie and purpuled arras. 
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Of plate great cupboords* thee gould embpflbd in anticque 

Patterns, her linDadge by long fetch pettygre trailing 

Of fjers thee bedrol with natiue countrye recorded. 

Then the good i£neas (for carcking natural eggeth 

Thee mind of the parent) to the veflels polled Achates, 

This to tel Afcanius, conducing him to the cittye. 

The fjre in his darlings good fuccefle chieflye reioyceth. 

Lykwife he commaunded too bring from nauie the prefents 

Snatcbt from Troy ranfackt, with gould frets ritchlye bedawbed. 

Alfo the roabe pretioufe colored like faufred Achantus: 

Which plad vefted Helen, from Greece when to Troy fhe flitted : 

Her weeds of wedlock, that her haut dam Leda did offer. 

Of price a rare prefent: alfo thee fceptre he willed 

Of the fayr Dionee to be brought : this fayrie was ddeft 

Of Priamus daughters, this mace too carrye Ihe woonted : 

Thee pearle and gould crowns too bring with garganet heauye. 

With this charge vttred to the veflels haftned Achates. 

But Venus in mufing with cares intoxicat hudling 
New Heists frefh forgeth: the face of trim prettie Cupido 
Too chang with iuj^^ing, whereby hee too Dido reforting 
Id place of Afcanius, with gifts might carrye the Princefle 
Too brainelick looue fits, to her boans fire {mouldered huffling. 
For Venus haulf doubteth thee Moors fly treacherus handling : 
luno her tormenteth: by night this terror her hairateth. 
This reafon her fturring thus fpake fhe to coeknye Cupido. 

My fweete choife bulcking, my force and my power onlye, 
My baby defpifing thee bolts of luppiter angrye, 
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Of the requeft I refuge, with meeke fubmiffion humbled. 

Thou knoweft ^oeaa. by broothera birth to the lincked, 

Through feas to haue wandred by lunoes merciles hatred : 

Thou knoweft thee veuturs: my grief thy hart often hath anguiihe. 

Dido enterteigneth this gueit with curtefie ciuil. 

Yeet do I fljl feare me theefe faire lunonical harbours. 

In ftraw thear lurcketh foom pad : yet wil {be be ilurring. 

Thearefore her endeuours with counter craftines hinder. 

Inflame thee Princefle with looues afie^ion earneft. 

That mye fonne i£lneas with mee fhee diieflye may dandle. 

This drift too coompafle let this my loare be wel heeded. 

At the fathers fending thee boy to the cittie repaireth. 

(Delicat Afcanius, whofe forward fucces I tender) 

With many rich prefeats from Troy flames narrolye fcaped. 

This child fall fleepiug wil I lodge in loftye Cythera, 

Els on hil Idalium in feat facred he fhal be repofed. 

Leaft that he this ilrat^em fhould find, or woork wilye founder. 

Thou Ihalt his vifadge for a nights fpace fitlye refemble. 

Thee gay boy kindly playing, thee knowne lads phifnomye taking : 

That when Queene Dido flial col the, and fmacklye bebafle thee. 

When quaffing winebols, when bancquets deintie be ferued. 

When ihe flial embrace thee, when liplicks fweetelye fhe faftneth ; 

That then thou be fuer, too plant thy poifoned hoat looue. 

Too moothers counfayl thee fierie Cupido doth harcken 
Of puts he his feathers, fauoring with gatetrip lulus. 
But Venus enfufeth fweet fleepe to the partie refembled. 
Too woods IdaUan thee chyld nice cocknyed heauing 
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Id feat of her boofom: neere fenting delicat herbflowrs 
Of pretious maioram with Ihade moft temperat houfed. 

But now thee chaogUng with gifts dooth trudge to the cittie 
Od to the court pofting: his guyde was tniilful Achates. 
When that he too chaumber, moil ftately decked, aproched 
Dido fat on beadlleed with curtens gorgeus hanged. 
Then father .^eas with Troian clufter afembled: 
On palet of fcarlet they were for coHherie fetled. 
Thee w-aiting feniaunts ricbe bafons maflye doe carrye, 
Alfoe wiping towels: maunchets fum in pantrie doe balket: 
Fiftie bufy damfels with charge of buttrie be tangled. 
With flame eke relligioufe too fire thee confecrat aultars. 
Maidens, manferuaimts, of eche is there numbred an hundred, 
That with princelye viand the tables al francklye doe ftimiOi. 
Thee Tynan lordings too court moil freflilye reforted. 
Oa neeld wrought carpets theefe gueftes were al vllhered aptly. 
^neas prefents they marck, they doe gaze at liilus. 
His face goodlye rofet, with fpeaking forgerie feigned. 
Hey doe look at mantel, with roabs of faffrS'd Acanthus: 
To futur harme lotted: but chieflie the Princes, vnhappie. 
Is not with gazing contented fullye, but eiuier ' 
Sbee doth eye thee prefents : thee mopfy her phantafie lurcheth. 
On father ^neas his neck thee dandiprat hangeth. 
And to his great liking his fire fuppofed he gaineth. 
Hee Ikips too Dido : thee Queene with curtefie cheerefiil 
Accepts the princox: foomtime fhe him clafpeth in armes. 
Poore foule not witting what great god her hoatly befi^eth. 
But this prettie peacock, his dames chai^ flily remembriog. 
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Firil of al attempteth too raze from phanfie Sichseus. 
With quick looue liuing fro the dead the affection baling; 
Too new flam'd liking ber mind, eril rullie, reducing. 
When fare was Gnnifht* the tables eeke (lately remooUed, 
Hudge bols thick they placed, with garlads crown'd tbey the mazara, 
AI the palaice ringeth with ftamp, a mutterus humming 
Tmckleth through the entries: the tapers eeke kindled ar han^g 
From gold wire gllttiii^ : thee nigfat with brightnes is owted. 
Heere thee Queeae willed that a mafliue gould cup, abounding 
With ftoans coucht pretknis, ihould bee prefented; her owne hands 
Thee gould^i goblet with fpict wine nappie replenniiht. 
This cup king Belus with her old fiers former al rfed. 
Thee rout kept a filence, theefe fpeeches Dido did vtter. 

luppiter (of gueft folcks thee ftay th'art truely reported) 
Graunt that this prefent Tyrian with Troian afemblie 
May breede good fortune to our freends and kinred beer after. 
Let make-fport Bacchus, with good ladie luno, be prefent, 
And ye, my freendes Tynans, ihee Troian coompanie frollidi. 

Thus fayd, with fipiHng in Teflel nicely fliee dipped. 
Shee chargetb Bicias : at a Mow bee luftily fw^ping, 
Thee win^ frefli fpuming with a draught fwild up to the bottom. 
Thee remnaunt lordings him pledge: Then curled loppas 
Twang'd on his harp golden, what he whtllon learaed of Atlas. 
How the moone is trauerTd; how planet foonnie reuolueth, 
He cbaunts : how mankind, how beafts dooe carrie then- offpring. 
How flouds be engradred, fo bow fire, celeftial AiBtuxe, 
Thee raine breede (eu'nftais, with both the TVionical orders. 
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Why the fun at weftward fo timely in winter is houfed. 
And why the night feafons in fummer fwiftly be polling. 
Thee Moores hands clapping, the Troians, plaudite flapped. 

But with fundrie motiue demauds Queene Dido the night fpace 
Stretcht, then vnhappie being with looues fweet poifon atached, 
Uerie much of Priamus demaunding and much of He£tor. 
Atfo how thee darling of bright Aurora was armed? 
How Diomeds horfes were fliapt? how ftrong was Achilles? 
Nay gueft quod the ladie, decipher from the beginning 
Thee Grreekifii falfliood, with thy owne fharp venterus hazards 
For now feu'n fummers ar fpent, iince thy trauail bardie 
On land and fuling, lik pilgrim, cauTd the to wander.

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ITH tentiue Uftning eadie wight was fetled in barckning, 
> Thus father i^eas chronicled from loftie bed hautie. 
I You me bid, O Princefle, too fcarrifie a feftered old foare. 

How that the Troians wear prell by Grecian annie. 
I Whofe fatal miferie my 6ght hath witnefed heauie : 

'- - - Id which fharp bickring my felfj as partie» remained. 

What niter of Dolopans weare fo cruel harted in harckntng, 

What curit Myrmidones, what kame of canckred Vljrfles, 

What void of al weeping could eare fo mortal an hazard? 

And now with moifture the night from welkin is haftning: 

And {tars too flumber dooe itur mens natural humours. 

How be it (Princely Regent) if Uiat thy affe6tioD eameft 

Thy mind enflameth, too leame our fatal auentur^ 

Thee toyls of Troians, and lall infortunat aSray: 
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Hough my queazy ftomack that bloodie recital abhorreth, 
And tears with trilling Ihal baine my phifoomie deepely: 
Yeet thine boat affe^led defire Ihal gain the reherfal. 

The Oreekiih captains with wars and deflinie mated. 
Fetching from PaUas foom wife celeltial engin, 
Fram'd a fteede of timber, fteaming like mcmnten in hudgnefle. 
A TOW for pafladge they fiunde, and brute fo reported. 
In tbb budge ambry they ram'd a number of bardie 
Tough knights, thick farcing thee ribs with dullered armour. 

In fi^t is Tenedos of IVoy; thee famofed illand; 
Wbil'lt Priamus flouriflit, a feat with ritches abounding. 
But now for Ihipping a rough and daungerus harbour, 
Tbeare lurckt theefe minions in fort mofTfecret abiding. 
All we then had deemed, to Greece that the armie retired, 
Thearefor thee Troians their longbome fadnes abandon : 
Thee gates vncloafed they ikud with a liuely vagarie. 
Thee tents of the enimies marcking. and defolat hauen. 
Heere fought tbee Dolopans, theare fioutly encountred Achilles, 
Heere rode thee nauie, theare battails bluddie wear ofbed. 
Soom do loke on difmal prefent of loftie Minenia: 
Alfo ^ey gaze woondring at the horfe bis maruelus hudgnefle. 
And firft exhorteth tbee Troians feally Tymetee 
Too bring thee monument intoo thee dtie; then after 
For to place in flately caftell thee monfterus Idol. 
Wheather he meant treafon, or fo ftood deflinie Troian! 
But G^ys and oothers diuing more deepely to bottom, 
Warily fufpe6ting in gifb thee treacherie Greekifii, 
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Did wilh tbee wooddeD monfter weare drowned, or harbour'd 
In fcorching firebrands: or ribs too fpatter a fiinder. 
Thee wauering commons in kim kam k&ea ar haled. 

Firft ihen among oothers, with no final coompanie garded, 
Laocoon ftorming from princelie caftel is haftning, 
And a far of beloing: what fond pbantaftical harebraine 
Madnes hath enchaunted your wits, you townlinen vnhappie? 
Weene you (blind hodipecks) thee Greekilh nauie returned; 
Or that their prefents want craft? Is fubtil Vlifies 
So foone forgotten? My Kef for an haiilfpennie (Troians) 
Either heere ar couching foom troups of Greekiffa afemblie, 
Or to crulh our bulwarcks this woorck is forged, al houfes 
For to prie furmounting the towne': foom pra^s or oother 
Heere lurcks of coonning: trult not this treacherus enfigne: 
And for a ful reckning, I like not barrel or herring. 
Thee Greeks beftowing their prefents Greekilh I feare mee, 
Thus faid: he (tout relied, wiUi bis cbaapt ftaffe fpeedily running 
Strong the fteed he chai^eth, thee planck ribs manfully riuing. 
Then the iade, hit ihiuered, thee vauts baulf {hrillie rebounded 
With clufli clalh buzzing, with droomming clattered hamming. 
Had gods or fortun no fudi courfe deftinie knedded : 
Or that al our fenfes wear not fo bluntly benummed, 
Thear fleight and firatagems had beene difcoouered eafly, 
Now Troy with Priamus caftel moll ftately remuning. 

But loe, the mean feafon, with fhouting clamorus hallow. 
Of Troy towne the Ihepheards a yoncker mannacled haling 
Prefent too Priamus : this gueft ful iUlie did offer 
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Him felf for captiue, thearbj to coompas his heafting^ 
And Troiaa dttie to bis Greekilh countrie men open. 
A brafle bold merchauot in caufes daimgerus hardie. 
Id doubtful matters thus Hands bee flatly refolued. 
Or to cog, or certain for knauerie to purchas a Tybume. 
The Troian ftriplings crowding dooe clufter about him: 
Soom view the captiue, foom frumping quillities vtter. 

Now liften lordlngs, too Gredtiih coollnage harcken, 
And of one od fubtil flratagem, moft treacberus handling 
Confter al. 

For when this princox in midft of throng flood vnanned, 
Heedily the Troians marcking with phlfoomie flaring: 

Oh, quod be, what re^on fhal fhrowd mee villenoua outcafl? 
Whearto fhal I take me forlome vnfortunat hoaploflS 
From Greikifh countrey do I fland quite bannifhed: alfo 
Tbee wrath boat of Troians my blood now fiercly requiretb. 

Thus with a fob fighing our minds with merde rdenting 
Greedily wee coouet too leame his kinred, his errand, 
His flate, eke bis meanings his mind, his fortun, his hazard. 
Then the fquire emboldned dreadles thus coyned an aunfwM*. 

King : my futh I plight heere, to relate thee veritie foothly. 
I may not, 1 wil not deny my Greecian offpring. 
Though SinoD a cftytiefe by fortun fcrniue be framed 
A Her him neuer may fhe make, nor eoggw Tnhonefl:. 
If that (king pufiaunt) ye haue herd earft haply reported 
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Thee Dame of the famoufe Palamedes greatly renowned : 
Thee Greeks this captdoe with viUenus iniurie murdred: 
Hjm they lying charged with treafons falflye, for hindring 
Forfooth tfaeyr warfars: him dead now dolfulye moume they. 
Too ferue this woorthy, to hym neerely in kinred alyed, 
My father rnwelthy mee fent, then a prettye page, hither. 
Whil'ft he flood in klngdoom cockfure whil'fl counfel auayled. 
Then we were of reckning; our feats weare duelye regarded. 
But when my coofen was fnapt by wicked Vlifles, 
(A ftorie far publiihtj no gloating fabil I twattle) 
Widi coleiicque ft«tting I dumpt, and ranckled in anguifh: 
My tongue not charming with fuming fiiilian anger 
Plainely without cloaking, I Tow*d to be kindlye reuenged, 
Eauer if I backward to natiue countrie returned. 
And thus with menacing lip-threats I piirchafed hatred. 
Hence grew my crofbars, hence always after Vlifles 
With new forg'd treafons me, his foa, too terrifie coouets. 
Oft he gaue owt rumours^ hee fabled fundrie reportes, 
Mee to trap in matters of ftate, with forgerye knauiih. 
His malice hee foflred, tyl that prieft Calchas he gayned. 
But loa, to what purpofe do- 1 chat fuch ianglerye trim trams? 
What needs this lingring? fith Greeks ye hold equal in hatred. 
Sith this eke heard fenieth, fpeede furth your blooddy reuengmSt 
So ye may fill pleafure the Greeks, and profit Vlifles. 

The les he foorth prattled, the more we longed in harcking. 
Too leame al the reafons, no Greekilh viUenye doubting, 
Thee reft chil fhiuering he with hart ddiuered hollow.

Thee Greeks theyr pafladge very oft determined homward. 
And cloyd with bickring theefe wars they thought to relinquifli. 
Would God it had falne fo ! yet it had fo truelye ; but often 
South wynds with winter ftorming theire ioumye did hinder. 
Alfo of late feafoo, when the borfe was finnifhed hotye 
Thee Ikies loud rumbled with ringing thunderua hurring. 
With weather ailonied, with fuch ftorms geafon agryfed, 
Wer fent Euripulus too facred Apollo for aunfwer. 
Too foon he this mefladge niful from the orade Tttred. 
Thee wynds with bloodOied were fwag'd, with flaughter of hallow'd 
Uirgin, to Troy ward when firft you bended a nauye, 
Your viage alfo hoamward a flaughter blouddye requireth. 
The wynd puffe bluftring do blood but Greecian aflceth. 
When knight Euripilus this mefladge crooked had op*ned. 
Then we were al daunted, with trembling feareful atached, 
What Greek for facrifice thee god demaunded ApoUo. 
Shortly the prieft Calchas was brought by the Ihrewd-wyt Vlifles, 
And now foar laboreth, too know what perfon is alked. 
Diuerfe did prophecy foorth with my deflinie final. 
That this new pra6life from my old foes treacherye fprauleth. 
Thee prieft twife fiue dayes thee cafe with fecreacye fealeth.

Now flial I wayle, poore foule» from natiue countrie remoued. 
Of father accoumpting my felf, of children al hoaplefle. 
Whofe giltleffe flaughter by my flight is like to be coompaft. 
Thee do I craue, Priaraua, by gods ahnightie fupemal 
(If truth, if vnfayned good fayth dooth flourifh among men) ' 
For to fpare a wretched fugittue thus touzed in hatred. 
Wee thawde with weeping doo pardon francklye the villeyn. 
In perfon Priamus foorth with commauoded his yrons 
For to be difioynfted, theefe woords eke gratius adding. 

What wight th'art, flxaDger, no Greekilh countrie remember. 
Thow Ihalt be a Troian; yet in cne doubt trudye r^olue me. 
What means this burly fhapte horfe? what perfon is author? 
For what relligion? what drift? what martial eDg}rD? 

This fayd : my yooncker with Greekifli treacherye leflbn'dt 
Too ftars vp mounting both his hands Tnmannacled, aunfwer'd. 

You fires perpetual with rites Tnfpotted abyding. 
Too you for witnefle do I cal: you myfUcid altars, 
You fwoords I fied from, that I woare, you confecrat headbands, 
1 do bold it lawful, to reueale thee myllerye Greekilb, 
Too fcome theyr perfons, to blab theyr fecrecye priuat. 
What law can bynd'mee^ to be trew to To wicked a countrey? 
So thi^ you Troians, in promif* d merde be conftaoti 
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If truth I fhal manifeft, if gifts. bee largely requited. 

Tbee Greeks afliiraunce in Pallas wholly remaiitedt 

And with her a^ftaunce their ware were lihouldered always. 

But fith Tydides> eke of euils thee founder Vlifles 

Attempted lewdly fro the church to imbeazel an holy 

Patteme of Pallas, thee keep«s filthily quelling* 

Then they the facred image with brude fill blouddie prophaned. 

Tbee rirgins garlands with contempt im[Hus huidling: 

Sith they that attempted, thee Greekifh fucces abated. 

And ther hoap al backward did drag: thee virgin eke angrie. 

And her wrath the godefle with figns mod fenfibil op'ned, 

Scant was this, patterne of Pallas fetled among ts. 

When flames of fiery flafliing moll terribil hifTed: 

It fweat with chauffing: tbres times (to to flrange te be fpokeni) 
From ground it mounted, both launce and targiU eke holding. 
Through feas prieil Calchas, to retire. back haftily wiflieth. 
For that againll Troians thee Greeks do vainly beare armour. 
Til that, with the godeiTe themffdues too Greece be returned. 
Which they perfourmed. Now that liiey failed ar hoomeward 
They puruey weapons and gods too pacifie purpofe, 
And to retume haftly: thus Calchas eeche pkt hath ordred. 
They fram'd this monument to appeafe celeAial anger 
Of the godelle Palla^ the prophet that pra6li8 apointed. 
Howh'it prieft Calchas would haue the horfe.ltfted in hudgnefle. 
Left you, the Tioians, through gats fhould canie ;tbe prefent 
And fo to bee fhielded yet again witl) patronage anticque. 
If you with violence, this gift too ficatfer. biid hapoed* 
Graud heaps of mifchief wbicb gods on the authour his bertroote 
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Firft fet (T doo pray them) fhould Troian cittie replenifli. 
And if this rellick by you to the cittie wer haled. 
Then, loa, the itout Troians in wars fhould glorie triumphing, 
Wee to ye, like bond llaues, our felues for vanquifhed ofiring. 

With this gay glofing of a ilincki^g periured hangman 
Wee wer al inueigled, with wriagM tears nicelie bleoded. 
Thofe whom Tydides, whom Lauiflbean Achilles 
And al their warlick velTels, in number a thowfaod. 
In ten yeers refpit could not with viftorie vanquiihl 

But marck what folowed : what cbaunce and luck cruel hapned 
Jump with this cogging, our minds and fenfes apaling. 
As prieft Laocoon by lot to Neptun apoin£led 
A bul for facrifice fill iizde did flaughter at altars, 
Then, loa ye, from Tenedos through Handing deepe flood apeafed 
(I fhiuer in telling) two ferpents monfterus ouglie 
Plafht the water fulcking to the ihoare moft haftily fwinging. 
Whofe breafls vpfleaming, and manes blood fpeckled inhauuced, 
High the fea furmounted, thee reft in fmooth find is hidden, 
Their tails with croompled knot twifting fwalhly they wrigled. 
Thee water is rowfed, they do frilk with flouce to the fhoare ward, 
Thee land with ftaring eyes bluddy and firie beholding: 
Their fangs in lapping they llroak with brandifiied boat tongs. 
Al we fle from facrifice with light fo grilled a&ighted. 
They charg Laocoon : but firft they raught to the fuckliogs, 
His two yoDg children with circle poifooed hooking. 
Theim they doe chew, renting their members tender afunder. 
In vatae Laocoon the aflault like a (tickler apeafing 
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Is to fone embayed with wrapping girdle ycoompaft, 

His midil embraciog with wig wag circuled hooping, 

His neck eke chaining with tails, bim in quantitie topping, 

Hee with bis hands labored their knots too fquife, but al boaples ~ 

Hee flriues : his temples with black fwart poyfon anoin€led. 

Hee freams, and (krawling to the {kie brayes terribU hoifetb. 

Much like as a fat bul beloetb, that fettled on altar 

Half kild efcapeth the miffing boutcherus hatchet. 

But tbeefe blooddie dragons to facred temples aproched 

Under feete lurking and fliield of migbtie Minerua. 

A feare then general mens mated fenfes atacbed. 

We iudge Laocoon to be iuftly and woorthily punniflit, 

For that he raih charged with launce tbee myftical idol. 

Streight to place in cittie this image, too paciBe fwiftly 

Tbee godes offended,-they doe crie. 

Downe we beat our rfipiers; our towne.wals gapwide ar op'ned. 

Al we fal a woorking, thee wheels wee prop with a number 

Of beams and Aiders, the neck with cabil is hooped. 

Through wals downe razed wee draw the mifchieuus engin, 

Ful bag'd with weapons; fonnets are carroled hynmifii 

By lads and maidens, the roap ons to tip hartily longing. 

It Aids, and menacetb futur hurt in cittie repofed. 

O Grods, d countrey, 6 Troy wals Itronglye berampyred I 

Foure times this monument at towne-gates ftaggred m entring, 

Foure times with the armour clofe coucht thee pauncb bely clafhed. 

Howbeit, blind bayards, we plod on with phrenfie beduiked. 

And in thee caftel we doe pitch this monfter vnbappye. 

By gods commaund'ment thee truth Cafiandra reuealed. 
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Neauer in her prophecyes by the Troians feattye beleeued. 
Wee for a laft farewel doe deck through cittie the temples. 

Thee whil'll nig^t darcknefle right after fuofet aproched. 
With fliaddow clowding earth, heu'n, and treacherie Greekiih. 
Thee Greeks that glyded through wals, al fofUye be whulled. 
Then the phalanx Greekifh did fayl with nauye wel ordred 
From Tenedos: fliinings of moone moil freendlye doe guide them. 
To the ihoare acquainted thej doe Ihooue : fire of admiral hoyfed. 
Streight SinoD, aflured by gods and deAinie wrongful, 
Thee fluf paunch clofet firom Unckiog ioyni^ye releafeth. 
Thee doores difcloafed, by roaps thee coompanye Aided. 
Tifandrus, Sthenelus captayns. hard harted Vlifles. 
And Athamas, next alfo Thoas foorth iihued haftlye. 
Alfo Neoptolemus, but of oothers chiefly Machaon. 
Downe Menelaus is holpt, of the engyn forger Epeus. 
Our men ar aflaulted, with ileepe, with druncknes afotted. 
Thee watch they murthred, thee gats fet eke open, a clufter 
Of their companions they let in, thee coompanie lincketh. 

Then was it a feafon, when Humber fweetlyebetaketh 
Each mortal perfon by woont and natural j>rder. 
I, loa, then in Heeping, to my feeming forroful Hedlor 
Preft foorth in prefence, and fait teares dolefulye Ihowred. 
Harryed in lleedyocks as of earft, hlack-bluddie to vifadge 
With duil al powdred, with filtbood dufiie bedagled. 
His feete are vpfwelUng with raynes of bridil ybroacfaed. 
Woa me, God I bow greatly was he chaunged from that od Hed;or, 
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Too Troy that whillon dyd tume with fpoyls of Achilles. 

Of that with vyidfire thee Gireekifli naiile belkorched. 

His herd was fluttiih, thee bloud thick cluttred his hairs ilayn'd. 

Thofe wounds wyde bearing, that he neere the cittie receaued. 

I then, as I deemed by myn own wyl, thearto not a(ked, 

Wept, in this maner to him fpeeches forroful vttring. 

O ftar of al Troians, of towne thee prolperus holder. 
What lets the lingred? from what far countrie, fyr He6lor, 
Long loockt for coomlt thow? fo that after dangerus hazards. 
And diners burials of fi-eends, of kinred, of oothers 
Wee toft now doe fe thee. By what chaunce filthy^ thy vifadge 
Is thus diffigured? Thefe wounds why mortal apeere they? 

Hee litle accoumpted this fond and vanitie childifh, 
But fighs vpplucking from breaft ful deepelye, thus aunfwerd. 

Hiow foon of holye godefle. from flame thy carcas abandon. 
Thee foes haue conquer'd. Troy towne is fyred of al fides. 
Too citty and Friamus life ynough gods deftinie graunted. 
If ihat the Troians hand-ftroaks could fortifie manful. 
This fifte, Greeks hacking, that fenfiue feruice had eended. 
Too the recommendeth Troy towne theyr confecrat houf-gods. 
Take theefe for the pilots of fates, by theyr ayd feke a cittie, 
Which ftately townewals by thee ihal ftronglye be founded. 
Through large feas pafladge when thou Ihalt wander hereafter. 
Thus fayd : thee garland, mee thought, and Vefta the mightie 
From altars down fetching, thee fiers eternal be quenched. 
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Thee whiFft in citty there roard a changabil howling, 
StH the noife encreafeth (yea though that verye far inward 
My father Anchifes his court was fetled in arbours) 
Thee Ikrich rings mounting, increaft is the horror of annoure. 
From ileepe I broad waked, to top hailly of turret I pofted. 
And to the Ihril yeming with tentiue greedines harckned. 
Much lyke as in comefliocks findged with blafterus hurling 
Of Southwynd whizling : or when from mounten a rumbling 
Flud raks vp foorrows, ripe come, and tilladge of oxen : 
Downe tears it wyndfals, and thick woods fturdelye tumbleth, 
Thee crack rack cralhing the vnwittie paftor amazeth. 

Now Greeks moft plainely their craft long hammered op'ned. 
Vulcan hath, in flaming, quit burnt, by his fumitur heating. 
Thee houfe of Deiphobus, then next his neighbor his houCFrame 
VcalegoD kindleth; thee llrand flames fierie doe brighten. 
Thee towQS-men roared, thee trump taratantara ratled. 
Thus then I diftra€ted, with al haftning, ran to my weapons. 
Too ihock in combats, or gard with coompanie caflels 
Mee my will on fpurreth, thus wrath, thus pfarenfie me biddeth. 
And to dye with bickring I tooke for a glorius emprice. 
But fee: prieft Panthus of towne and facred Apollo 
Panthua Otriades thee Greekifli boucherie fcaping, 
Heeld in his hands holy relicques, gods conquered, alfo 
His yooDg prettie nephew, to the ftrandward fpeedelye trotting. 

What news, fyr Panthus? what forte were beft to he fenced? 
Scant fayd I theefe fpeeches, when woords to me dolful be redred; 
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Woorthie fyr, our lait houre is coom, too late to be mourned. 
Wee were in old feafon Troians, Troy cittie was, alfo 
Thee Troian glorie flourilht: now luppiter hard'ned 
Hath the ftate of Troians fubuerted wholyel The pertlike 
Greeks thee flam'd cittie with ruthlefle vi£iorie ranfack. 
Their fteed hath Tpuomited from gorge a furfet of arm'd men. 
Fals Sinon aduanced, with fire, confumeth al boufes, 
And flouts vs kindly: thee gats ar cram'd with an armie. 
Such troups as neauer too cittie Troian aneered. 
Soom flop al od comers, no nouke» no paflage vnarmed. 
They brandifli weapons iharp edg'd, to ilaughter apoin£ted. 
In firft encounter thee watch to to weaklye refilled. 

With woords of Panthus, and with gods berried order 
Kindled, I run forward too rulh through thicket of armoure, 
Wheare fhouts vpcbmbing mofl rife, wheare is hart-fad Erynnis. 
Theare leags as feloes Ripheus llrong, Iphitus hardy. 
By moonfliine roaming Hipanis, fo fyr D3inas eager 
Planck furth our vauntgard : next cooms thee lullie Cboroebus, 
Sonne to prince Mygdon, who then not lucklye repaired 
Too Troy, with liking of mad Gaflandra bewitched \ 
Soon to king Priamus by law: thus be lawfatber helping. 
His pheers wood prophecies not at al the yooncker vuhappie 
Heard. 

This band of Trcuans thus ioindlly alTemblyd, I framed 
This fpeeche: Stout gallants, braue youths, and coompanie manful, 
Yf ye be determjrn'd too finck in martial hazards. 
Too lyms, too carcaflfe you fee what fortun is ofired. 
Al things goe backward: thee gods haue flatlye renoun*ft ts, 
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Our flate that whillon pref«u'd: thee ciUie to relcue, 

Cleeoe burnt, were fhii^Uee: let vs hardlye be flaughtred in armour: 

Tam'd men haue one &ulfty, not in hope to fettil a faulflie. 

Theefe woorda their valiant courradge dooe fcarrifie deepdye. 
Like rauemng voolf-dams vpfoackt and gaunted in hmiget, 
That range in clowd Ihade : their whelps neare Itarued ar eager, 
And expert vdderg with dry iaws: fo doe we iufUe: 
Wee keepe thee midpath with darcknefle nightie beueiled. 

Lord ! by whofe heu'nly vttraunoe may that nights blood be recounted? 
Or match thee miferie with counteruaylabil bowling? 
The old towne fals to ruin, that fummers fundr}'e was Emprefl*e. 
Thee itreets and kennels are with flaine carcafes heaped : 
Euery houfe, each temple with ruful flaughter abouodetb. 
And yeet thee Troians are not men vanquiflied onlye: 
Sparcks of an old courradge to the conquer'd irefhly be turning. 
Thee Greekifli vi^lours not in eeche ftroke ikotfre remained. 
Loud wa3 thee yeUing, great fears and murther of al Udes. 
Of Greeks thee firft man with a gallant coompanie gaxded 
Fronted vs, Androgeos, for fireeads ts iimplye beleeuing. 
In gentil manner thus he ibone t^coutfed vna&ed. 

Haft forward feloes: what means this lulkifli aproching? 
You drawlach loytrers are Scant from nauie repayring, 
When your compaiuons with fpoyls of cUtie be loaden. 

Hee fayd: eke on fuddeya (for he was not freendlye like aunfwerd) 
Hee fpyed his perfoo wUh Troian coompanye wheeled, 
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Thence did he ihrink badcwatdt his woords al fofUye repreffing. 
Like when as a trauayler thee fnake with brambel ycoouer'd, 
Unwitting fquifeth» with chaunce fo fuddeo smazed^ 
Speedily whips backward from woonne, with poyfooed anger 
Upfweld: Androgeos likwife moll gaftly reculed. 
Wee charge thee minions with round and compafed armoure. 
In Itreets mknowne they doe fal, with terror apaled. 
Our firft encounter by fortun lucklye was ayded. 

This fuccefle cheering and flealbing luftye Chombus, 
Thus fpake he: Deere fociats, fith we haue Has profperous onfet. 
Now let vs on forward, as luck and deftenie guydeth. 
And let vs our targets exchange, and Grecian armour 
Al clap on our bodies, marching with Gredan enfigne. 
Craft or doughtie manhod what nice wight m foe requireth? 
Thee Greeks ilial fumifli weapons. This fpoken, an helmet 
Of knight Androgeos gliftring on pallet he pitcheth. 
Hee took .eke his target, then in band his fawcbon he griped. 
Thee like did Ripheus, Dymas, and thee youthfid afembly. 
With new raught weapons eecbe wight is newly refreihed. 
Too Greeks wee lindit ts, by gods dire&ion bolpen. 
In night ihade darcknefle with foes wee fkyrmiihed eftfoocn, 
And with boat afl*aulting too Limbo we plunged a nuntber. 
Soom run to veflels too ftroDdward fWiftlye retyring, 
Soom cljmib their fteeds womb, freight with puplexitie daftard* 
Oh I Labor is Trui^eiTe, which gods and deftinie fruftratl 

Lo ye; the wood vir^, with locks vnbroyded is haled 
Cafiandra, and trayled from temple of bolyt Mioeraa. 
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In vajm ber eyes fiamed too feat celeftial heauing: 
Her wrilts eke tender with cord weare mannacled hardlye. 
This fight foule freighted with woodfu) phrenfye Chorcebus 
Hee runs too refcu, like a bedlam defperat headlong. 

Wee the man boat foloed, wee coapt with Greekifli afemblye. 
Now be we peale pelted from tops of barbican hautye 
Maynelye with our owne men by ftoans downe rouled among vs. 
This dolye ehaunce gal'd vs, with bloud, with flaughter abouding, 
For that thee townfmen knew not this chaffar of armoure. 
Thee Greeks al furious, too fee Caflandra recoouer'd, 
Did band toogeather: but chief thee courraged Aiax 
And both the Atridans, thee flout Doloponian armye. 
Like wraftling meete winds with blalls contrarius huzziog, 
Eafl, weaft and fouthwind, with puf-roare mightelye ramping, 
Hudge trees downe trample: thearewith god Neptun awaked 
Thee feas with chauffing and llrecht mace merciles hoyfeth. 

Alfo fuch.old enimies: policy that former aflighted 
And coucbt in corners, with a veogeaunce. freflilye retyred, 
And firll difcoouer'd thee fhields and treacherie feigned. 
Our fpeecb.eke and gybbriih their guefli did fortifie foothlye. 
Down cooms thee countrey : Wheare firil thee flurdye Ghoroebus 
By fyr Peneleus was flaine, neere confecrat altar 
Of the godefie Pallas : Bipheus like villenye fuffred. 
A man too pietie, to iuftice wholye relying. 
So gods ordained thee ehaunce. Lo our coompanye flaughtred 
Both Dymas and Hypanis: nor thy deuotion holye 
Could falue thee Panthus, nor crowne of blefied Apollo. 
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You boans of Troians and houfes flamed I witnefl'e* 
Id this tall byckriog I ihrunck no danger or hazard, 
With Greeks encountring: and if fo fates had apoin£ted, 
My fifl defemed my death. From thence we be tumbled 
Iphitus and Pelias iump with me. But Iphitus aged 
Drag'd, and eke Pelias fore maym'd with wound of Vlifles. 

To Priamus caftel thee ihout doth vs haftilye carrye : 
Heere was boat aiTaulting, as though no fkyrmifli bad els wheare 
Beene, ne yet a fubie£i Troian through cittie wear harmed. 
Thus we fe Mars furioufe, thus Greeks euery harbory fcaling, 
Up fretting the pliers, warding long wymbeled entries. 
They cHnge thee fcaliogs too wals, and vnder a fowgard 
They clymb, in left hand, with Ihields, tools fellye rebating. 
With right hands grapling thee tops of turret ar holden. 
In valiant coombat thee Troians Hurdye refilled. 
They pafhe thee pallets of Greeks, and rumble a mufter 
Of tome razte turrets, and for defenfibil armoure 
lliee Greeks with rold fl:oans in laft extremitie cruflhed. 
And ritch gylt rafters, thee badge, the glorius enfigne 
Of bloud, thee Troians are llrayn'd too fcatter in hurling. 
Soom bands of Troians with weapons naked in entryes 
Ranck dofe toogeather, thee Greeks moll manlye repelling. 
Wee with al encoraged weare ftur'd too fortifie caftel 
Of poore kmg Priamus, bringing freih ftrength to the vanquifht. 

Theare ftood an od comer from vulgar companie finj^ed, 
A pofteroe fecret, to the caftel princelye belonging. 
Aadromachee the woful that paflage traced had often 
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Priuat, whil'ft Priamus kingdoom with faulftie remuaed, 
' Too graundfyre leading her yoong chield Alljanada. 
Too the typ of turrets I ran, wheare feebtye the Troians 
Cleene tyrde, the aHauItours with weak force vayaely repulfed. 
Theare was a toure llaDdiog od a rock, that in altitud eu'ned 
Thee ilars, too feraing (whence al thee Troian afemblie 
Was woont thee Greek fleet to behold, and cuftomed armie). 
Wee that difioyn£led; from (loans thee timber afunder 
Wee tearde; thee ioyn^turs vnknit, with an horribil hurriog 
Pat fals thee turret, thee Greeks with cralh fwaih it beapeth. 
Their rowme fuppty oothers; no kiod of weapon is abfent. 
Nor ftoans, nor boans. 

Theare Hood ek al furioufe with wrath dan Fynhus in entrye, 
With brandiflt weapons ruffiing, in brafihaped armoure. 
Much like the owtpeaking from weeds of poyfoned adder, 
Whom nauil of boorrowes in winters feafon hath harbour'd. 
His llougth vncafing, him felf now youthfulye bleacbeth. 
His tayle fmoog thirling, Oicke breall to Titan vpheauing. 
With toonge three forcked furtb fpirts ^e freihly regendred. 
Theare fought fir Periphaa, and coachman of old of Achilles, 
Automedon named, foomtime that guided hb horfes. 
With theefe Itout captayns thee youth of Scyria marched* 
They doe pres on forward, vp fire to the rafter is hurled. 
In perfon Pyrrhus irith faft wrought twibbil in handling 
Downe beats with pealing thee doors, and poll nwtal heaueth, 
Hudge beams hee brufteth, ilrong bars faft ioyn£ted he renteth. 
A broad gap yawning with theefe great puflhes is op'ned. 
Where with thee chambers ar plaine difcoouered inward. 
Now Priamus parlours, with long antiquitie nobled. 
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Too the foe ftand open, with large far gallerie ftreicbed. 

Stronglye the firll entry thee Troians yarded in armoure. 

But the inner lodgings did flirille with clamonis howling. 

Too fkies fwift climbing was fent thee terribil owtcrie. 

Then Ihiuering moothers through court doo wander agaftedr 

Thee pods fall colling, thee pilNs mode hartelye buffing. 

With father his counradge his nught dan Pyrrhus enhaoneeth, 

No man, no morter can hia onfet forcibil hynder. 

With rip rap boundng thee ram to the chapter is hurled, 

Polles al and parlours vp from foundation heauing. 

Pykes make thee pafladge : and top fyd turuie be turned ' 

All thee princelie threfholds; thee Troians roundly be murthred. 

No place or od comers of Greekifli fould'or ar emptie. 

Not fo great a ruffling the riuer ftrtmg fiafliie reteyneUi 

Through the breach owt fpurging, eke againft bancks fturdely fliog^ng. 

It brayeth in fnorUng, through towns, thrpngh coanbie remouing 

Both itabil and oxen. There I faw in bouchene bathed 

Firie Neoptolemus, both bretheme lincked Atridans. 

And Hecuba old princefle did I fee, with number, an hundred 

Law daughters: Friamns with blood defiled his owne fyre. 

That with his owne traueling too gods he fetled on altars, 

Fiftie nephew ftriplings, and lenunans fiftie reteyn'd he 

Now the ilatelye pilers with gould of Barbarye fretted 

Are razde. Wheare flaming dooth ceaf^ there Greeks doe make hauodc. 

Happlie what eende Priamua did make, now wil be requyred. 
His foes old Priamus through court and cittie beholding 
On rufty fhotdders flow clapt his mufual armoure, 
And bootelefle morglay to his fides faee belted Tnhable. 
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His lif amid'lt the enimies with foyne too finnilh he mindeth. 

In midil of the palaice to flues broad al open an altar 

Stood with greene laurel, through long antiquitie, ihaded. 

Now to this hold Hecuba, and her daughters moumeful afembled 

In vain for fuccour griping their miftical idols. 

Like dooues in temped clinging faft clofly togeather. 

When fhee faw Priamus youthlik furcharged in armour 

Shee fayd : What madnes thee leads, unfortunat hufband. 

With theefe mails maffiue to be clog'd? now whether I pray thee? 

Our ilate eke and perfons may not thus weakly be fliielded. 

No though my darling were prefent, courraged He^r [ 

Heere pitch thy fortrefle: let trull be repofed in altar: 

This flial vs all fuccour, or wee wil ioin6Uy be murthred. 

This faid; her old hufband in facred feat flie repofed. 

But fe ye, from Pyrrhus fcaping the youthly Polites 
Sonne too king Priamus, through thrufling forcibil armour, 
Rufht by long entreys, thee pafifadge bloudie begoaring. 
Him quick dan Pyrrhus purfuing greedily reatcheth. 
With the pufh and peaking of launce hee perceth his entrails. 
In fight of the foarie parents hee fel to the groundward, 
And liefe with the gufliing bloudflied to the gods he releafed. 
When that king Priamus did fee this boucberie beaiUy, 
Though that he were polling in fatal ioumey to deaths doore, 
Yeet this quick cholerick challenge bee could not abandon. 

Now for this tyranie, the gods (fo that equitie raigneth 
And the loare of iuftice) take, I pray theim rightly reuengement. 
In father his prefence with fpightful viUenie cancred. 
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Thee foone that murtfareft, my fig^t with boucherie ftayniog. 
Not fo the right valiaunt (whofe foon th'art feigned) Achilles 
Was to his foe Priamus, but laws of martial armes 
Tendring did render too tumb thee carcas of He^r. 
And me to my kingdoom both gently and truely returned. 

Hie old man thus bawling, in ftrSgth cleene weakned> here hurled 
His dart at Pyrrhus; from the annour feebly rebounding, 
In bos of his target with fi^^ing weaknes it hangeth. 

Why then, quod Pynhus* thou flialt bee fpeedily polled 
Too coaft infernal, theare let my exploits be reported : 
My father aduertife, that I was ful truely begotten, 
Bafely Neoptolemus was borne, that carrie for errand. 

This faid, poore Priamus with force from the altar is haled. 
And then fir Pyrrhus with left hand grapled his hoarelocks. 
In the blud him ducking of his owne foon, fellie Polytes. 
His blade he with thrufUng in his old dwind carcas vphilted. 
This was prince Priamus laft end and deftinie final. 
Who faw thee Troians vanquilht, thee cittie repreffed : 
Emp'ror of hudge Afia. earfl ruling with dignitie regal, 
In Ihoare now namelelTe dooth ly like a tninchon al headlefl*e. 

This when I perceaued, with fenfibil horror atached. 
My father Anchifes heere with do I cal to remembraunce, 
Whil'ft I beheld Priamus thus gafping, my fire his adgemat^ 
I beare eke in memorie my wife left foaly Creiifa. 
And my houfe difpoiled, then I thinck on my foon liilus. 
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Id this wife mufiog mio ^e glaiinft to my coompanie fienfiiie: 

I do fpie no Troian, for foom tyet'd tumbled al headlong 

Too ground, and diuerfe were burnt with purpofed offer. 

Thus then I left aaked, by Veftaes temple abiding 

Falfe Helen, in lurking manner clofe fetled, I nureked. 

Thee flaming brightnefle from fight dootb darckues abandon 

Thifl minion doubting thee Troians blouddie reuengement, 

And alfo feariqg thee Qreekifli firie requital, 

Thee bane of ts Troiani, of Greeks thee mak-bate Erinnys, 

Form'd her in a comer iheaking detelled of altars. 

With choler inflaming I reft al reftles in anger, 

With the death of the ladie to requjte my countrie reprefled. 

To Mycoi, or Spartans and ilial flie be faulfly returned? 
And after conquefl; as Queene with glorie to fiourilh? 
Her father, her palaces fhal fliee fe, her children, her hufband? 
With the knot of Troian matrons tp her feruioe alotted? 
Slain lies king Priamus : the Troian cittie befltorched. 
Thee fhoars of Dardan for her oft mHi bloodihed abounded. 
No fuer, I may not fueh an horribil iniurie cancel. 
For to kil a wooman though no great glorie be gleaned. 
Though valor and al honour from fuch weake vidtorie flitteth^ 
Yeet to flea this flirebrand, of al hurly burly the foundrefle, 
Muft bee commraided. My mind eke further is eafed 
If that of our flaughters I fhal bee partly rcuenged. 

And as I thus nutt'red, with roiftipg phrenfle betrainted 
My mootber, the godefle (who was accuflomed algats 
Eare this time prefoit to be duik) moft brimly did offer 
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Her felf to vifadg^ the night with brigbtnei ftuoid^g. 

Eeune lik as her deitie to the f&iiM^ dodth lufter iii heu'nbllffe. 

Shee clafpt my right haad, hA fweet rofe parly thus adding. 

Soon, to what od purpofe thus meane ye to ruffle iu anger? 
What makes you furious? will you car6 charie relinquiih 
Of mee your moother? Too poft With fpe^ities boattiwiird

Heere, loe, Whear heaps budgy thow feeil difioin^ed a fuAder 
And ftoaas difmembred froin ftoan^ finooke foggie bedufted. 
Thee wals god Neptune, with midts tfat^titck^ tphUrleth, 
And deene tbeir ioindtures from de^e fonddatiM h^aueth. 
And the godelTe luno &il freight Witb poyfoned eniue 
Thee gates ftrotrg warding^ foortb frotn the (iduie th^ Greek foes 
Dooth whoup, &»glit belted with (leeje^ 
In tops of turrets fee wheare Tritonia Pallas

Then did 1 marck plainely thee caftel of Ilion rplaid, 
And Troian building quite topfie turuy remf)oued. 
Much lik on a mountain thee tree drie withered oaken

Our final Daughter not with fuch foUye to purchafe. 

Hee refted wylful lyk a wayward obflinat -oldgtey. 

I then alarm ihouted, too dy did I verilye purpofe* 

For now what counfayI« what courfe may rightly be taken? 

Whet? father Anchifes, hold you my duetye fo fclender. 
Too flip from Troy towne, and heere you fode to relinquilh? 
From the fathers fermons fhal fuch fond patcherye flicker? 
If gods eternal thee lad difleuered offal 
Of Troy determyn too burae, if you father alfo 
Your felf too murther, too roote youre progenye purpofe. 
Catch that catch may be, thee flreete gate too flaughter is open !

Al Troy to trauerfe, too fuffer danger al hapoiog, 

Firft did I coom backward to the wals, from whence I remooued, 

Too the gate I pofled by night, and carefulye dogging 

Thee way with lightflams, eeche crooked corner I ranfackt.

Too king Treicius was fent, to be charilye noozeld. 
But when this gardein perceiu'd the aduerfitie Troian, 
And that theire dttie thee Greecian armye befieged;

Then too vs fquat grooueling, in this wife the oracle aunfwer'd. 

You brawn'd hard Troians, what foile your auncetrie feifed 
Firfl of al old countreis, to the fame you ihal be reduced. 
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Track out your mootber, whom long aottquitie grauDted. 

With feed of i£neas fhal coompafle earthly be ruled. 

His fooDS fooDs, and foons from their braue progenie fprin^ng. 

Thus god Apollo cried : but wee with an vnifone owtcrie, 
And with iolly tumult, where Ihould that cittie be fetled 
Streightways demaunded, what place god Phoebus apoin^^d ? 

My father Anchifes vp al old aotiquilie ripping, 
Heare me, quod hee, lordinges, leame the expe^tion hoaped.

Theare fleeth a rumour, that king of Candie relinquifht 
His feat, that the ifiand is left Tnfuraiflied wholy. 
Wee left Ortigian countrey, with nauie we pafled 
By mounts of NazoD too ikincking Bacchus alotted. 
From thence wee trauailed to the greenedeckt gaily Donyfa : 
To Oleoron, too lillie Paron, to the Cyclades alfo

Too my fire Ancbifes: and told the matter in order. 

Hee noted his Humbling to haue coom from the auncetry doubtful, 

And dubil acceptaunce of fyers to haue foftred his erroure. 

O my foon Mneas, with Troian deilinie toughned, 
Thee felf fame prophecy too mee Caflandra recited : 
Now cal I too memory that Ihee this countrye remembred, 
Often at Hefperian regions* and Italye glauocing. 
But to foyl Hefperian that Troy men fiiould be remooued, 
What wight conie^lur'de ? who would Caflandra then harcken ? 
Accept wee therefor this courfe, and credit Apollo. 

Thus fayd : we aflented to his lore with cheerefut obeyfaunce. 
Wee leaue Creete country; and our fayls vnwrapped vphojrfing- 
With woodden veflel thee rough feas deepelye we furrowe. 
When we fro land harbours too mayne feas gyddye did enter 
Uoyded of al coafl fight, with wild floiids roundly bebayed, 
A watrie clowd gloomming, ful abooue mee clampTed> apeered, 
A iharp ftorme menacing, from fight beams funnye reletting: 
Thee flaws with rumbling, thee wrought fluds angrye doe iumble: 
Up fwel thee furges, in chaufie fea plnfliie we tumble : 
With the rayn, is daylight through darcknefie moyftie bewrapped. 
And thundring lightbolts from tome clowds firye be flafliing. 
Wee doe mis our pafiadge through fel fluds boylterus erring, 
Our pilot eke, Palinure, through dinmefle clowdye beduiked 
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In poyD^s of coompafle dooth ftray with palpabil erroure. 

Three dayes in darcknefle from bright beams funny repealed, 

And three nights parted from lightoiog ftanye we wandred. 

Thee fourth day fotowing thee flioare, neere fetled, apeered. 

And hils Tppeaking; and fmoak fwift ftream'd to the fkyward. 

Out fayls are ftnicken, we roa foorth with fpeedines haitye, 

And the fea by our mariners with the oars cleene caoted is harrow'd ; 

On flioars of Strophades from ftorme efcaped I laoded. 

For thofe plats Strophades in laoguadge Greekiffa ar highted, 

With the fea coucht iflands. Where foule bird foggye Celoeno 

And Harpy is nefUed: fince franckling Phines hishoufroume 

From them was funder'd. and fragments plenty remooued. 

No plague more perilous, no monfler grillye more ouglye. 

No Stigian vengeaunce like too theefe carmoran haggards. 

Theefe fouls like maidens are pynde with phifnomie palifh; 

With ram'd cram'd garbadge, their gorges draftye be gulled, 

With tallants prowling, their face wan withred in hunger. 

With famin vpfoaken ! 

When t'ward theefe iflaods our Ihips wee fetled in hauen, 

Neere, we view'd grafing beards of bigge franckye fat oxen, 

And goats eke cropping carelelTe, not garded of heerdman. 

Wee ruiht with weapons, parte of the bootye we lotted 

Firft to loue. On banck fyds our felues with food we repofed. 

But, loa, with a fuddejm flufhiog thee galligut Harpeys 

From mountayns flitter, with gaggling whirlerye flapping 

Their wings ; foorth the viand fro tabils al greedily foatching. 

With fulfoom fauour, with fUocking poyfooed ordure 

Thee ground they fmeared, theartoo Ikricbes harfhye reioyning. 

Then we fet al the tabits, and fyrde our myftical altars 
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Under a rock ardied, with trees thick coouered ouer. 

At the fecond fittiog from parcels fundry repayred 

This coouie rauenoufe* and fwifi with a defperat onfet, 

They gripte in tallants'the meat, and foorth fpourged a ftincking 

Foule oarrayne fauoure: then I wil'd thee coompanye prefent* 

Too take theit weapons, and fight with mifcheuus howlets. 

My wil at a becking ia doon, they doe run to Uieir armoure, 

Id grafle their Sachets, and tergats warilye pitching. 

But when at a thyrd flight theefe fowls to the coompanye neered. 

With fhrill braffe trumpet Mifenus fowned alarum. 

Oure men marcht forward, and fierce gaue'a martial vncotb 

Charge, theefe ilrange viilturs with Ikirmilb bluddye to maiiler. ' 

But ftrokes their feathers pearfd not, nor carcafes harmed ; 

And toe Ikye they foared, thee Ti£ials clammye behind them 

They do leaue haulf mangled with fent vnfau'rye bepoudred. 

On the typ of rockiih turret flood gaftly Celceno, 

Unlucky prophetelTe; and thus fhe recounted her errand. 

And now fyr Troians, wil you for flaughter of oxen ' 
And for al our owne good wage war with fellye poore Harpeys? 
And V3 from kiugdoom banhifh? Thentake me this errand: 
And what I Ihal prophecy with tentiue Hftines harcken, 
What loue too' Phoebus, too me alfo what vttred Apollo. 
I, the chiefe hel fyrebrand of fel furye mifcheuus bolden, 
Wil now difcoouer thee felf fame myfterie told mee. 
Italye you long for, to the land eke of Italye faulflye 
You flial bee guided with winds, and fetled in hauen; 
Yeet notwithftanding ere conquered cittye be rampyrde* 
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For this youre trefpas you fiul be fo gaunted in fauoger. 
That your fmeary tabila you wil molt greedilye fwallow. 

Thus fhe fayd: and forWard to the wood ihe flickered haftlye> 
At Has hap our feloes with feareful phautafie daunted. 
Stood ftil al aftonied with cold bloud^ like gely, quiu'ring. 
They doe quayl in courradgd. and with no martial armoure, - 
But by ther holye prayers they doe pra^fe peaceful atoanement. 
If godefefle, if birds fUncking, or bugs they refembled ! 

But father Andiifes his palms from (troud-plat inhauncbg 
On gods heunlye crieih, to^ ther heft with duetie relying: 
Gods, quod be; this ntefifadge tume you to a profpenis omeo. 
Cancel theefe menacing foothings, thee godlye referuiug. 

Thus fayd : fwift we weyed the anchors, and fayles vphoyfed. 
With northeni btuller through fome feas fpeedilye flitting, 
As the gale and the pilot with fteering Ikilful vs haleth. 
In midil of the fea deepe wee faw thee wiooddye Zacynthos, 
Dulichium, 8amee, with cragged Neritos hard ftond. 
Wee fle tbe rocks of Ithack, aud coail of princely Laertes, 
Atfo we the birth place deteft of flinted Vliffes. 
The mount Leucates with Uiick dowds gloommye bedawbed 
Up peaks to the viewing, with feareful poia&, of ApoUo. 
Tbeare we were enlhoued quight tjrr'de, and on to the borrough 
As we gad, our veflfela vpdrawne are grapled at anchor. 
Theare we being landed faulfly through fortim vnhoaped, 
Too loue wee facrifice, Aindry hoftes are flamed on altars, 
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And Troiao paftimes wee pra6Ufe in A^an iflaod. 
Soom feloes naked with krding fmearye bebailed. 
With wraftling gambalds for price, for maUtricdo ftruggle 
Merrie for efcaping thee towns and Grecian hamlets, 
Through their deadly foes theirpaflage luckie recounting: 

Thee wbil'll faire Phcebus thee yeers courfe roundly reuolued, 
And feas, with north blail and winter frofUe, be roughned : 
A brazen hudge tergat, that Abans erft fenced in armour, 
On poft I nailed, thee cling'd fliield this poiie beareth, 
Tkisjigne ^tieaxfrom Cfreekifit conqtteror haled. 
I gaue commauod'ment fro the. port to the fliipa to be packing. 
My maats ikum the fea froth there in oares ftrog cherily dipping ; 
Thee Pheacan turrets foorthwith from fight we reUnquifli, 
Wee coaft Epeirus, thence wee louche Chaiin his haiien. 
And to the great burrou^ of Butthrot itately weficudded. 
Heere, loe, through our hyring a report incredibil, vncoth. 
Glides, that prince Helenus, by Troian lineal ofTpring 
Sonne too king Priamus, this Greekifh countrye rt^eyneth. 
Thee pheere pofieffing and crowne of Pyrrhus his empyre; 
Alfo that Andromachee dooth bed with a countrye mftn hufband. 
Theefe news mee mazing, my mind was greedilye whet'ned. 
Too parle with the regent, too leme this meruelus bapning. 
I flept from the hauen, leauing my nauie behind mee'. 

Happely that feafon foome banckets coftlye, with oother 
Lamenting prefents (in fliade to the cittie reioyning 
Neere water of Simois both deeply and warilye Hiding) 
Andromachee framed to the duA. od tumb eke of HeAor 
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Calling with burial yelling, that al enqitie Femayoed: 
With greene turf circled; from thence right on fhe repayred* 
For caufe offurther mourning, too confecrat altars. 
When Ihe did efpy mee pofting, and Troyical armoure 
Too too gyddie viewed, with vnordinat extafies hamper'd, 
Downe flie fel on fuddeyn, thee cold too carcas aprochetb : 
Shee fowns, and after long paujSng thus flie fayd elflyke. 

Is thy true p]aine vifadge with tru fhape natural ofired? 
Imp of a flatelye godefle, bring'll thou to me verily tidings ? 
Art thow yeet lining? or the if light worldly relinquifht, 
Tel me where is my hufband, my fweeting delicat HeAor? 

Thus fayd : al in blubbring fhee floatfa, with clamorus howling 
Thee place fhee tiockled : but I through pangs vncoth vnhabled» 
With flutting ftamering at length thus fumbled an aunfwer. 

I doe Hue, I alTure thee, though dangers fundrye me taynted, 
Doubt ye not, a changling ye fe none. 
Lord, what good fortune thee lack of priflinat faulband 
Hath toe thy contentment with new match luckye releeued? 
Po0efleth Pyrrhus thee fpoufe of famofed Hedor? 

Downe fhe fmote her vifadge, to me thus ful fmootbly replying, 
O Priamus daughter, thee virgin princely, thrife happye 
Thou that by thy foes neere Troy wals Ilaugfatered haft beene. 
By this hap efcaping thee filth of lottarye carnal. 
Too couche not mounting of maifter vanquiflier boat fpur. 
But we, by crofle pafladge from flamed countrye remoued. 
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Thee pride of a ftripIiDg and ymp of wrathful Achilles 
Haue home with thraldoom, with Iharp captiuitie fetter' d, 
Hee to fine Hennionee, for Greeks a bootie to peerelelTe, 
Daughter to queene Helen, faft and hoat phantafie bended. 
Me his niefe to his feruaunt Helenus ful firmely betroathed. 
But yeet vnexfpefled with iealofie kendled Oreites 
For los of bis bedmate, did take too tardie my maifter, 
Him by his fires altars killing with {karboro warning. 
When fro Neoptolemus thee vital fpirit abated 
This part was to Helenus by willed parcerie lotted: 
Chaonian countreys of Troian Chaon ycleaped : 
This towne Troy cittie, this caflel eke Bion faigbting. 
But to the what pafladge thee winds and fortun alotted? 
Or what great deity toft thee to our defolate angle? 
How fares Afcanius? doth he liue, and breathful abideth? 
Whom to the now Troy towne 

Dooth the los of mootber to the ebild bring foroful anguifb? 
Are fparcks of courradge in this yong progenie kindled 
By father JEaeae, with his vncle martial He^r? 

Tbeefe toyes fliee pratled mourning, griefs newly refreihing. 
Thee whil'ft king Helenus, with a crowding coompanie garded, 
From towne to T9 bulkling, ts as his freends freSdly bewelcom'd. 
Us to his new cittie with curtefie chereful be leadeth; 
With tears rief trickling faucing eech que^on afked, 
1 march on forward : and yoong Troy finely refembling 
Thee big huge old monument, and new brooke Zanthus I knowledge. 
With the petit townegats fauoring the prindpal old portes. 
Alfo my companions in country citty be frollick : 
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Into the verie paluce the prince tlieim wholy receauetb. 

With whip cat bowling they kept a merrie caroufing, 

Thee goulden mazurs vp fkinckt for a boa viage boyfing. 

There we did al foioume two dayes: then a profperus hizling 

Of fouth blaft, puffing on fayles dooth fummon vs onward. 

Too thee, princely prophet, thus I fpake, him freendly requefting. 

O facred Troyan, thee light of millerie darckned* 
Of gods thee fpoaka mate, thee truchman of hallo'd Apollo: 
By the god en{lru€ted by liars for to ominat eeche thing. 
By flight and chirping birds to progaolHcat aptly : 
Poure foorth thy prophecy (for too mee profperus hazards 
Eeche found relligion foretold, mee to Italie polling. 
Only on difpleafaunt foule fliapt bird, the barpie Celoeno 
Forwams much mifchiefe to coom with dangerus hunger) 
In theefe llormie perils too what faulf porte ihal I take mee? 

King Helenus flaugbtring, with woont accullomed heyfers, 
Peace craues of the godhead, from front the label vnbanging, 
Mee by the hand, trembling hee leads to thy miilery (Phoebus) 
Tliee pried this prophecie from gods dire£lion op'ned. 

Thou foon of holy Venus (for th'art by fetled apoin^ment 
Of gods mighty power to exployts moft doughtie referued, 
Thus thy fate ellabliihl dooth reft, fo thy fortun is ordred) 
Of poin^ fundrie wil I to the ihape but a curtal abridgement. 
Too the eend in thy trauail thow maift the more heedly be leflbn'd, 
And paffe to Italian region, thus fliortly reberiing 
Peece meale prettie parings: for too tel a fummarie total.

Thee fates king Heleous dooe bar, with luno the Satume. 
Wheare thow fuppofeil therefor, that here Italie faft by 
Dooth ftand, and miodeft to fail with fpeede to that haueo : 
Withdraw thy iudgemeDt from that groSe cofmical errour. 
Italie is hence parted by long crofle daogerus inpaths. 
In flud Trinacrian thy great oars mult deepely be bathed, 
And the fea rough wurcking, mufl eeke with nauie be trauerft, 
And Circes ifland fe ye mull with Limbo lake hellifh : 
Ere ye Ihal in faulf land of a nobil dttie be founder. 
Glaunce I wil at certein tokens, be ye watchful in harckning. 
When ye ihal in fecret with care neere frelh water happen. 
Too fpie by thee banck fides a ftraunge fow mightily fixed, 
Goompafed al roundly with fucklings thirtie too number. 
White, with lillie colours faire deckt, Ihee Ihal be repofed 
On ground, dug dieting her milckwfait farroed hoglings. 
Heere flial ceafe thy labours: heere ihal thy cittie be builded. 
Feare not thee maoging fortold of bird feat in hunger^ 
Thee fates thee paiTage ihal fmooth, yea goulden Apollo, 
If ye wil him fummon, flial bee to the foorth readie coomming. 
But this neere fetled countrie (that of Italie is holden 
Parcel) fee ye ihun it: for theare Greeks ireful ar harbourd. 
Heere the man of Locrus mounted fteepe ilately the townwals. 
And fields of Salent with trouping cluftered armie 
Ly£lius Idomeneus dooth keepe : fo duke Meliboeus 
Holds the prettie Petil round coompaft ftrong by Pbilo£le&. 
Atfo, when in faulfty from feas the nauie ihal harbour, 
When rites relligious thow voweil on new fhaped altars. 
With purple vefture bee deckt, with purpil eke hooded. 
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Lead that in aduaunciog thee gods with firie cole heating* 

Soom difmal vifadge foorth peake thee mifterie mairmg. 

Thou with thy feloes obferue this cuftomed order. 

And by thy pofteritie let theefe rites duelye be foftred. 

With winds neere to Sicil when that thy nauie flial enter. 

And flrayts fhal be op'ned neere cr^gy vnweildye Pelonu, 

With leftband fayling to the leftfide countrye be packing : 

What Hands on right iide both land and channel abandon. 

Theefe fiioars were fundred by the plafli breache, fame fo doth vtter, 

(So things tranfitory by lengthned feafon ar eaten) 

For when theefe countries were grapled ioin^ye togeather, 

Swift the fea with plaflhing niiht in, townes terriblye drenching, 

Italye difioyn^ng with Ihort ilrei£ls from Sicil illand, 

Scylla doth on right fide rough ftand, and deadlye Cbarybdis 

On left hand fwelleth with broad iaws greedily galping, 

Into gut vpfouping three times thee flafli water angrye, 

From paunch alfoe fpuing toe the Iky the plalh halllye receaued. 

But Scylla in cabbans with fneaking treacherie lurcketh, 

Clofe and flilye fpying, too flirt thee nauie to rock bane. 

A man in her vifadge, then a virgm faire fhe refembleth 

Downe to her gaillye nauel, like a whale from thee belye feeming, 

Monilerus, vnfeemely, then a taile like a dolphin is added 

lumbled vp of fauadge fel woolfe, with griflye lol hanging. 

It wit be faulfer too pafTe thee countrie Pachynus, 

With leafure lingring, and far ftrei^ crabbye to drde, 

Than to be furprifed by Scylla in dungeon hellifli. 

Whear curs barck bawling, with yolp yalpe fnarrye rebounding. 

Alfo, if king Helenus bee now for a tru prophet holden. 
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If faith bee refiaimt, if trouth to bim graunteth Apollo : 
Tbow foon of beu'nly godefle, this poin^ I cbieflye flial vtter, 
And beOde al warnings eftfoong it muil be repeated: 
Let lunoes deitee with duetie be woorihiped humble. 
Unto her frame thy prayers, let myftrefle mighty be vanquilht 
With meek'ned prefents, and then like a conqueror happye 
From land Trinacrian thou flialt bee to Italye polled. 
When ye in this pafladge to Cumas cittie fhal enter, 
And lake with rumbling forreft of facred Auerna, 
A braynfick propheteffe fe ye flial, whom dungeon holdeth 
In ground deepe riueted, future haps and dellinie chaunting. 
But yeet al her prophecies in greene teaues nicely befcribled, 
In theefe fiipprie leaues what footh thee vir^ auerreth, 
See frams in poetry : her verfes in dungeon howiing. 
They keepe rancks ordred, with aray firil fetled abiding : 
But when on a fuddeyn thee doors winds blallie doe batter. 
And theefe leaues greenilh with whiiking lightly be fcatter'd, 
Neauer dooth fhe laboure to reuoke her flittered iffue, 
Or to place in cabban, their floane lyms frefhly reio3ming. 
Thus they fle, detefting thee lodge of giddie Sibylla: 
Heere for a fpirt linger, no good opportunitie fcaping. 
(Although thee to feaward thy poiling coompanie calletb, 
And winds vaunce fiilly thy fayls with profperus huffing) 
Poft to this propheteffe, let her help and footh be required. 
Shee wil giue notice to the flreight of al Italye dwellers: 
How thow wifely trauayls fhalt Oiun, flialt manfiilye fiifier. 
Theare fhe wil inllru^l thee, thy pafladge fortunat ayding. 
Theefe be fuch od caueats, as I to the freendlye can Ttter. 
Foorth: and with thy valor let Troian glory be mounted I 
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When this princely prophet this counfayl faithful had eended, 
Hee wils that prefents of gould, ful weightily poyfing, 
Bee brought to our veflels, and therewith eke iuorie pullilht: 
Plenty great of Sinet, with plate mod fumptuus adding. 
And a fliirt mayted with gould, with a crefled vp helmet. 
Lately Neoptolentus pofleft this martial armoure. 
My father Anchifes rich prefents alfo receaueth. 
Horfes eke and captayns are fent. 

And oars to our veflels be Iwought, and weapon aboundante. 
Thee whil'ft Anchifes wyls that thee nauie be launched, 
Leail that in' our loytring our pafladge lucky wer hindred. 
Him prophet of- Phoebus dooth treat with dignitie peerelefie. 

Aiichifes, whom {lately Venus tak's woordiy for huftand, 
Thee charge of deitee, now twife from Troy ruin haled, 
Italye fee yoonderl thither with nauie be fqudding. 
Howbeit theefe parcels in fayling muft he refiifed, 
Seeke the far tuid diltant country declar'd of Apollo. 
Fare ye wel, happye parent of a foon fo worthyel what ought els 
Should I fay? what maks mee this gale fo fortunat hinder? 

Alfo good Andromachee, with lail departur al heauye, 
Prefented veflures of gould mod litchelye bebroyded. 
And my lad Afcanius with a Troian mantel adorning, 
Weau'd woorcks thwackt with honor, to her ^fts this parlye Ihe lincketh. 

Take, my boy, theefe tookens by myn owne hands finnifhed holy. 
I^t thefe of Andromacbee thee good wyl teltifye lafting. 
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Cherrilh theefe prefents by the pbeere to the tendied of He^r. 
O, next Aftianax, thee type by me cbieflye belooued. 
In vifadge, lookiog* eke io hands thee fullye refembling. 
Who had hen, if hee liued, for yeers now youthlye thine equal. 

I for a long farewel this fonnet forroful vttred. 
Reft ye (Ul heere blefled, that now youre fortun haue eended : 
Wee to future mifchiefe from former danger ar hurled. 
You reft in fre quiet, thee feas you need not rpharrow. 
You reck not, to trauayle, that back goeth, Italye ferching. 
Heere the image of Zanthus ye behold, and prettye Troy buylded 
By youre princelye labours, and too this new fhaped engyn 
Thee gods fend fortune, fro alTaultes too fortifye Greekifh. 
If that I too Tybris with ndere but countrye Ihal enter, 
And that I Jhal fortune to behold thee towne by me founded: 
Italye with the Gpiere, too both king Dardanus author, 
Shal be knit in freendihip, making of two pepit one IVoy. 
This leage eke of felolhip Ihal bee manteyned of ifliie. 

Foorth we goe too the feaward, wee fayle bye Ceraunia fwiftly. 
Wheare too ioynftlye mearing a cantel of Italye neereth. 
Thee whilfte thee funbeams are mafkt, hyls darcklye be muffled i 
Wee be put bard ioygning to the boofom of countrye requyred. 
Oure felfs wee cherrilht, oure members flumber atached. 
Not yeet was mydnight ouerhyed, when that Palinurus, 
From bed nimblye fleeth, too fe what quarter, it fauffetb: 
How ftands thee wind blaft, with liftning tentiue he marcketh> 
Thee lights fi,arrye noting in globe celeftial hanging : 
Thee feu'n ftars flxirmy, twife told thee plowftar, eke Ar^^ure, 
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Alfo fad OrioD, with goulden flacbet, in annoure. 

When that he perceaued the coail to be cleere, then be fummoo'd 

Oure men too fliip boord, thee camp wee fwiftlye remooued. 

Foorth we take cure pafladge* oure fayles ful winged vp boyftingi 

Thee ilars are darckned, gUttring Aurora refliined. 

Wee doe fe fwart mountayns, we doe gaze eke at Italye dimmed. 

Italye I loe yoonder, fiill Italye I Ihowted Achates. 

Italye land namiDg, lykewife the coompanye greeted I 

Then father Anchifes a gould boiil maflye becrowning, 

With wyne brym charged, tiiee gods celeftial hayleth, 

In fliip thus fpeaking. 

You gods of fayling, of land ftats mightie remayning* 
Graunt to rs milde pafladge, and tempefl moUifie roughning t 

Sweete gales are breathingi and porte neere feated apeereth : 
In the typ of mountayne thee temple of hautye Minerua 
Glad we fpye: thee mariners ftrike fayles, and row to the Ihoareward. 
The hauen from the eaftcoail, in howewife, crooked aperetb. 
Thee rocks ftemely facing with fait flouds fpumie be dramming. 
Downe the road is lurcking, yeet two peers loftie ran vpward 
From ftoans like turrets : fro the flioare thee tempi! auoydeth. 
Heere, for a 6rft omen, fowre fayre lleeds fnow white I marcked, 
Thee paflure fhredding in fieldes: This countrye doth offer, 
Quod father Anchifes, garboyls, fo doe fignifye war fteeds. 
Yeet day: the felf horfes in wajrnes erfl ioin^tlye were hooked* 
Al yoked» and matchlike teamed with common ^eement, 
This loe, quod hee, bringeth firme hoape for peaceable vfadge. 
Then we honored Pallas* that graunted a tuckye begiooing : 
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Alfo before the altars oure heads with purpil ar hooded, 

In Troy rites, Helenus ffuthful direflion holding. 

And with fetled honor thee Greekifh luno we-woorihipt. 

Heere we doe not linger; thee vowd follemnitye finniiht. 

Up we gad, owt fpredding our fayls, and make to the feaward: 

Al creeks miflruflful with Greekifh countrye refufing. 

Hercules his dwelling (if bruite bee truelye reported) 

Wee fe, Tarent named, to which beu'niye Lacinia fronteth. 

And Cauloos caftels we doe fpie, with Scylla the wreckmake. 

Then far of vplandifh we doe view thee fir'd Sicil ^tna. 

And a feabelch grounting on rough rocks rapfulye frapping 

Was hard; with ramping bounce clapping neer to the feacoaft

Quod father Anchifes, heere loe that fcuruye Charybdis. 
Theefe floans king Helenas, theefe ragd rocks niftye fore Tttred. 
Hence hye, mye deere feloes, duck the oars, and flick to the tacklings. 

Thus fayd he, thS fwiftly this hb heaft thee coompanie pra^fe. 
Firfl thee pilot Palinure thee fteerd fhip wrigs to the lefthand. 
Right fo to thee fame boord thee mayfters al wrye the veflels. 
Up we fle too Ikyward with wild flouds hantye, then vnder 
Wee duck too bottom with waues contrarye reprefled. 
Thus thrife in oure diuing thee rocks mofte horribly roared: 
And thrife in oure mounting to the liars thee furges rs heaued, 
Thee winds and foonbeams vs, poore fouls wearye, refufed. 
And to foyl of Cyclops with wandring ioumye we roamed. 
A large roade fenced from rough veatolitye bluAring. 
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But Qeere ioyndllye brayeth with nifflerye rumboled ifitna. 
Soomtyme owt it bolcketh from bulck clowds grimly bedimmed. 
Like fyerd pitche Ikoiching, or flalh flame fulphurus heating : 
Ftownce to the ilan towring thee fire like a pellet is hurled, 
Ragd rocks vp raking : and guts of mounteo yrented 
From roote vp he iogleth: lloans hudge flag molten he rowfeth: 
With route fhort gruml^g} in bottom fiafli furie kendliog. 
Men fay that Enceladua with bolt baulf blaflied here harbrouht, 
Ding'd with this fqiufing and maJHue burthen of iEbia, 
Which pres on him nailed ^m broached chimnya llil heateth. 
As oft as th6 giant bis brold fyds croompeled altreth. 
So oft Sicil al fliiuereth, therewith flaks fmoakye be fparckled. 

That night in forreft to ts pouke bugs ^laflJye be tendred. 
Tbee caufe wee find not, for noyfe phantaftical offi«d. 
Thee ftan imparted no light, thee welkin is heauye: 
And the moon enflirlned with clofet clowdye remayned. 

Tbee morning brigfatneflle dooth lufter in eaft feat Eous, 
And night fliades moyflurea glittring Aurora repealeth. 
When that on a fuddeyn we behold a windbeaten hard fluimp. 
With lanck wan vifadge, with rags lags patcherye clowted. 
His fifts too the flcyward rearing; heere wee flood amazed. 
A meigrd leaoe rake with a long berd goatlyke; af^arrayl'd 
In flinib weeds thomy: by bis birth a Grecian bolden. 
One that too Troy broyls whillon from his countrye repayred. 
When the fkiag had marcked far a loof tbee Troian atyring, 
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Aod Troian weapons, in flops he ftutted, apaled: 
And fixt his footing ; at length with defperat offer 
Too the ibore bee neered, theefe fpeeches merciful Tttring. 

By liars I craue you, by the ayre, by the celical houihold, 
Hoyfe me bence (O TroiansI) too fum oother countrye me whirrie. 
Playnely to fpeake algats, for a Greeke my felf I doe knowledge, 
And that I too Troytowne with purpofed enmitye failed. 
If this my trefpafle now claymetb duelye reuengment 
Plunge me deepe in the waters, aud lodge me in NeptUD his harboure. 
If mens hands flea mee, fucb mamiifli flaughter I wilh for. 

Thus fayd he, downe kneeling, and our feete moumefuly dafping. 
Then we him defired firft too difcouer his offpring. 
After too manifeft this his hard and deftenye bitter. 
My father Anchifes gaue his band to the wretch on a fuddeyn, 
And with al a pardon, with faulfe protedion, ofiEired. 
Thee captiue, fliaking of feare, too parlye thus entred. 

Borne I was in the Itbacan countrey, mate of haples VtiiTes, 
Named Achoemenides, my fyre alfo cal*d Adamaflus. 
A good bonefl; poore man (would we in tbat penurye laftedl) 
Sent me to your Troy wars: at laft my coompanie flured 
From this countrye cruel, did polling leaue me bebinde theim, 
In Cyclops kennel, thee layllow dirtye, the foule den. 
In this griflye palaice, in forme and quantitie migbtye. 
Palpable and groaping darcknefle vnth murther aboundeth 
Hee doth in al mifcbiefe furpafle, bee mounts to the Iky top. 
(AI the heu'nly felofbip from the eardi fuch a mcoifler abandon I)

Thee bloud with the entrayls of meo, hy him flaugbtred he goawetb.

With bealtes fel faluadge : and in caues iloanye Cyclopes 

Dayly 1 fe, their trampling and yelling helliih abhorring. 
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My felf I dieted with floas,'and thinlye with hawthomS) . . 

With mad, and with roots of eeche herb I fwadgde my great hunger. 

I pryed at quarters, and firfl this nauye to flioare ward 

Swift, I fcryed fayling, too which my felfe I remitted, 

Of what condition, what comitry fo eauer it had beene. 

Now tls fufficient that I ikape fro this horribil iflaod. 

Mee rather extinguilh with foom bloud murther or oother. 

Scant had he thus fpoken : when that from mountenus hil toppe 
Al wee fee the giaunt, with his hole flock lowbylyke hagling. 
Namde the fhepeherd Polyphem, to the wel knowne fea fyd aproching/ 
A fowle fog monfler, great fwad, depriued of eyefig^t. 
His fifts and ftalcking are propt with trunck of a pynetree. 
His flock him doe folow, this charge him chieflye reioyceth ; 
In grief al his coomfort, on neck his whiftle is hanged. 
When that too the feafyde thee fwayne Longolius hobbled, 
Hee rinfl; in the water thee drofle from his late bored eyelyd. 
His tuflc grimly gnaihing, in feas far waltred, he groyletfa : 
Scantly doo the water furmounttng reache to the fhoulders. 
But we being feared, from that coafl bailly remooued, 
And with vs embarcked the Greekifh fuitur, as amply 
I£s due requefl merited, wee chopt of foftly the cables. 
Swift wee fweepe the fea froth with nimble lullilad oare ilriefe. 
Thee noife he perceaued, then he turning warily lifteth. 
But when he conflder'd, that wee preueoted his handling. 
And that from foloing our ihips thee fluds bye reuockt him, 
Loud the lowbie brayed with belling monfterous eccho : 
Thee water hee fhaketh, with his outcryes Italie trembleth. 
And with a thick tbundring thee fyerde forge Mtna. rebounded. 
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Then runs from moimtajns and woods thee rownfiual belfwarme 

Of Cyclopan lurdens, to the Ihoars in coompanie cluftriog. 

Far we fe them diftaunt; ts grimly and vainely beholding. 

Up to the iky reatchingy thee breetberne fwUh fwafh of ^tna. 

A fol(^ nH>afte fulfocnn, for fi^t mofte fitlye refembliog 

Trees of loflye d|>ers> with thickned midtitud oak rowes: 

Or loues great forreft. or woods of mightye EHana. 

Feare tbear vs enforced with forcing fpeedines headlong 

Too fwap of oui cables* and fal to the feas at auenture. 

But yeet king Hdenus iumpt t'wixt Scylla and the Gharybdis 

For to fail vs mooilhed, with no great dangerus hazard. 

Yeet we wer ons minded backward thee nauie to maifter. 

Heere, loe, behold Boreas from bouch of north bio Pelorus 

Our fliips ful chargeth, thee quick rocks ftoanye we pafled : 

And great Pantagia, and Megatus, mth Tapfus bis ifland. 

Theefe foyls fore wandred to our men were truelye related 

By poore Acbcemenidee, mate too thee luckles VliOes. 

Face too countrye Sicil theare (lands a dangerus ifland 

Plenuajrrium llormy, but it old pafl auucetrye cleaped 

Orty^a : Alpheus, men fay, thee great flud of Elis

SooD to the prince Ammon, Garamans thee fayrye, bye rape fnatdi. 
His moother named; this king too luppiter heu'nly 
Temples twife fifty did build, like number of altars, 
With fire continual theefe feats too confecrat vfing, 
With the bloud of facrifice floating, with delicat herbflowrs. 
Netled with theefe brackye nouels as wild as a marche hare 
In the myd of the Idols (men tel) neere fumifhed altars, 
Theefe woords, vplifting both his hands, he to luppiter vttred. 

luppiter almightie I whom men Maurufian, eating 
On the tabils vemilht, with cup-rit*s magnifie dulye:

Firft of al bis woorcking too his feete fliooes goulden he knitteth, 
By which he with wind blaft ruffling oft flitteretb vpward, 
Wheather he land regions or rough feas furgye doth harrow. 
His rod next be handleth : by which from the belly Bocardo

When this round meflage thee Gyllen Mercurie whifper'd, 
In myd of his parling from gazing mortal he Ihrincketh : 
From lookers eyefight too thtnnes he vanniihed ayrye. 

But the duke ^neas with fight fo geafon agafted, 
His bufli ftarcke ftaring with feare, deene fpeechles abided. 
Hee to fle foare longeth, this fweet foyl ilreight to relinquifli, 
By gods imperial moniflbiDg au3;oritie warned. 
Heere but alast he myred what courfe may be warily taken ; 
How {hal he too princefle* with looues boat phrenfie reteyned, 
Breake this cold mefladge? what woords flial fhape the beginning? 
From thee poaft to piler with thought his rackt wit he tofleth. 
Now to this od ftratagem, now too that counfeyl alying. 
After long mooting, this courfe for better he deemed.

At lall ihe JEaeas thus, not prouoked, afaulteth. 

And thougbt'ft thou, faithleffe coyftrelj fo fmoothlye to fliaddow 
Thy packing pra£tife, from my fdyle priuilye flinckiug ? 
Shal not my liking, ne yet earlt faith plighted in handclafpe, 
Nor Didoes burial from this croffe iournye withold the? 
Further, in a winters fowre ftorme muft nauie be launched? 
Mind'll thow with northern blufter thee majme fea to trauerfe, 
Thow cruel hart haggard ! what? if hence too countrye the paflage -

Part of my perfon to the whillon pleafur afoorded. 
To my ilate empayring, let yeet foom mercye be tender'd. 
I doe craue (if to prayers as yeet foom nouke be referued!) 
Beat downe thy purpofe, thy mind from iournye reclayming. - 
For thy fake in Lybical regions and in Nemod hateful 
I liue: my Tyrian fubie£les purfue me with anger. 
For thy fake I ftayned whillon my chaltitie fpotlelTe: 
And honor old batterd, to the iky with glorie me lifting. , 
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And now, gueft, wbeather doe ye fkud from deaths fit of lioflace ? 
That tenne mud I borowe, fith I dare not cat the myne hufband. 
Why do I breath longer? flial I Hue til cittie my broother 
Pigmalion ranfack ? or too time I be prifoner holden 
By thee Gretul larb? if yeet foom progenie from me 
Had crawl' d, by the fatherd, if a cockney dandiprat hopthumb, 
Prettye lad ^neas, in my court, wantoned, ere thow 
Took'ft this fiUhye fleing, that thee with phifnomye lyk'aed, 
I ne then had reck'ned my felf for defolat owtcafte. 

Shee fayd : He perfifting too doo what luppiter bealled, 
Sturd not an eye, graueling in his hart his forroful auguiih. 
At length thus briefly did he parle : I may not, I wil not 
Deny thy benefits, ful as amply as can be recounted, 
Unto me deliu'red : fo long flial I Dido remember, 
Whil'ft I my felf mind flial : whil'ft lyms with fpirtt'ar orderd. 
Brieflye for a tteighty matter few woords I will vtter.

I clayme no old wedlock, that be fowly and falflye betrayed. 

Nor that he tbee regiment doo loofe of his Italye kingdooms. 

I craue a vmne refpit, but a fpirt to mye phrenfie relenting, 

Til my fate bath fchoold mee too mourne my deftenie drowping. 

Theefe I craue in pardon for laft (yeeld mercye to filler I)

Or that woorfe raifchief might bee to her lifter aprocbing, 
Then when fhee mourned the death of fpoufe foarye Sichoeus. 
Thearefor her encheafon fhee purueys. 
But the queene, as timber was brought, and piled in order, 
And holme logs cleaued with creflets mounted ar added : 
With twilled garland and lean's, fpred greenelye, flie garnilht 
Thee place of her burial : there his armours all flie repofed. 
On the bed his picture fliee fet, ful playoely betbincking, 
What would bee the fequel. There about iland confecrat altars : 
With which eke embayed, the Ihe prieft, vntrefled in heare locks, 
Hundreds oi the godheads thrife tolde al giddylye calleth : 
Shee crietb on the Erebus darcknefle and on Chaos boch poch. 
And the tripil dam Hecatee, with three faced angrie Diana, 
Shee pours eeke the liquours vntruely of founten Auemus :

Thee flip of al faythleflb break-leages, that vnequalye looued. 

Neere toe dead of midnight it drew, when meber of eedie thing 
Quick, and fore labored was, with fweet flumber atached. 
Thee woods are noyfelefie, thee feas late fiormye be calmed. 
Thee ftars from the tky top with glyding flipprye be (hooting: 
Thee fields and the catel hee mum: rnoft queintlye bedecked 
Fayre fowls, clofe lurcking in lak*s, or {hrowded in hard bed 
Of thorny thickets, through rural countrye be napping. 
In the iilent nightime, from thought their day-toyl amoouing. 
But the poore Tnrefting Dido could catch no fuch happye 
Seafon, too be quiet; fhe fleeples is onlye remayning. 
Now routs of carcking troubles, with llghs, be reforting ; 
Soomtyme fits tickling of her old looue in hertroote aritching. 
Then frelh on a fuddeyn fhe frets, and warpeth in anger.

Therefor I mufl fwifUy too Troian nauye be trudging, 
Theare me toe bynd prendfe, their wil, Uk a gaily flaue, heeding. 
And reafon I trauailed too them, that, by me fo Ihielded, 
My formour benefi^ts defrayde fo kindlye requited. 
Wei, well graunt I trauail'd, who would mee futfer? or of theim 
What man, in his vefi*el, prowd borne, would carrie me fcorned? 
And alas ! 6 felly woomman : yeet mufl ye be lefTon'd 
Thee freaks, thee fickle promife, thee periurie Troian? 
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What theo ? with my Seeing flial I track their nauie triumphing ? 
Or flial I purfu theym with ftrong and fumilhed armye ? 
And my pepil fuhie^l;, that I brought from Sidoa in hazard 
Of liefe, too die feaward with danger Aial they be prefled? 
Nay, nay I thye felf flaughter : thy bad life vnhappie death aiketh : 
Thou, thou, deere fifter* with my teares woomanifii anguiflit. 
With my [^renfie moued, to my foa dydft caft me full open : 
Might not I my lief time luft flefhly and finful auoyding, 
Spend lyk an vnreafoned wild beafte, and fuch care abandon?

Wherein I offer no violence to 
the mind and meamng of the Prophet. For his drift io 
this Ptalme tendeth to the redaymin^ of earthlye Pottn- 
tata from the vaine enterprice they take in hande, in the 
inppressin^ of Chriat his kjngdooin: which by too meanea 
hath bene attempted. The one when oar Seiuiour was here in the earth, 
whom the lewea and Gentiles crucified: the other after his Aacetitim, when 
his elect were and now are daylye persecuted by the miaeremmts, which perse- 
cndon Chriat doth accompt his oume, as when he challenged Saul, he demannded 
why he did persecute him: accompting the peraecution of bis membert to be his 
mtme. And to the like purpose the ApoatUa apply this Paaime in the 4. of the 
Actea. Now the Prophet vnfoldetb the ranitie of the Iiwea and Gmiilea in 
conspiring togeather to snrprice the re^ment of Chriat, in that he is God, and that 
he is the eternal Sonne of the Father, to whom al power is giuen in heauen and 
earth, as wel with justice to crushe the reprobate, as with mercye to salue the elect. 
Therefore it standeth with the meaning of the Prophet, to aduouch the impugning 
of Clviat, to be the impugning of Ood, in tiiat he is both God and man: God of 
the substance of his Father begotten before the worlds, and man of the substance of 
his moother borne in the world. And that the Sonne was before al worlds begotten 
of the Father is plainly notified in the seuenth verse, where the Father sayth to the 
iSonne, This day haue I begotten thee: ugnifying by thia day, Etemitie: in which 
geneiati<»i is ndther time to oome, nor time past, nor any changeable season, but 
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alwayes the selfe same immutable etemitie to be considered. And therefore in the 
1 2. verse, the Prophet layeth dowDe an exhortation to these men of state, not onely 
not to band against Christ, but also to submit themseluea to his loare, as to God, 
who would haue his Sonne honored: which yerse I haue translated according to 
the vulgar edition, apprehendite diaciplinam, where with the Greeke text, S$iigit«Si 
Fttnu GaUt. T«f3/«c, and also the Chaldye interpretour agreeth, as Petrva Gatlatimu hath ob' 

de arek CatA43.

of. rs Christians, and to the confusion of the lewea otherwise translated. S. Hierom 

tumeth it, adore purely, or adore the Sonne, which approueth the deitie of Christ: 

Felix translateth it, hi$»e the Sonne, or embrace the Sonne: wherein also the prero- 

gatiue of Christ is manifested. For by the kissing qf the Sonne is signified the 

embracing of his power and doctrin: which hath bene deliuered from the mouth of 

the Abnightye to his semauntes by the hands of his Prophets and Apostles. And 

CatifL 1. 1. therefore the aunraent Talmudistes expound, in this wise, that of the Canticles, 

Osculetnr me osculo oris sui, let him kisse me with the liisse of his owne mouth : 
that is, let the Messias, who is the Sonne of God, instruct me with his owne mouth. 

Excd. 4. 10. x^t not Moyses be sent, who b tongue tied, nor Eaaias, that at^nowledgeth his 

leroK. 1. 6. Jjpe to be poUuted, nor leremye, that sayd he could not speake, but let the very 

Sonne of God, who is the Fathei's wisdom and force come, and with his mouth lesson 
and instruct me. So that albeit the worde (.Bar) may emport sometime learning, 
sometime corne, sometime that which is pure or cleene, yet eftsoones it notifieth a 
Bonne.

In a good quarel, rather stout than stub- 
borne; bearing him self with no lesse courage, when bee 
redsted, than with honourable discretioD where he yeelded. 
A Cauourer of peace, no fiirtberer of ivar, as one that preEerd mlawfull quietnesse 
before vpiigbt troubles; being not withstanding of as great wisedome in the one, as 
of valour in the other. An earnest and zealous vpbolder of his coontrye, in al 
attemptes, rather respecting the publicque weale than his priuate gayne. Whereby 
he bound his countrye so greatly vnto him, that Ireland might with good cause 
wish, that either he had neuer bene borne, or els that be had neuer deceased j so it 
were lawfiJ, to ciaue him immortal, that by course of nature was framed mortal. 
And to giue sufficient proofe of the entire affection he bare his countrye, and of the 
zealouse care bee dyd cast thereon, bee beetooke in his death bed his soule to Ood, 
his carcasse to Chriatian burial, and his hart to his countrye; declaring thereby, 
that where his mynde was setled in his life, his hart should bee theare entombed 
after his death. Which was according to his wil accomplisht. For his hart was 
conueighed into Ireland, and lyeth engraued in thee chore of the cathedral chorcfae 
in KUkennye, where his ancetours, for the more parte, are buried. Vpon which 
kind legacye the aboue wryten Epitaph was deuised.
